BOSTON BAD, SAYS PASTOR. 


Declares Crime, Society Orgies, and 
Smoking Women Are Degrading It.

BOSTON, March 19.—The Rev. Cortland 
Myers, D. D., pastor of Tremont Temple, 
came out to-night in a statement charging 
that Boston is being disgraced by a wave 
of crime, by orgies of society folk in 
leading hotels, and by women smoking 
cigarettes. 

‘Boston needs a thorough moral clean- 
ing,”’ said Dr. Myers. “ Carousals by peo- 
ple from whom better things could be ex- 
pected call for more than a passing alu- 
sion or a mere condemnation. 

‘‘Gambling in this city upon evidence 
/submitted to me is becoming more daring. 
The police know this, Sixty-nine persons 
were lately summoned into the Municipal 
Court and fined.’’ 

Dr. Myers also charges that young Wwo- 
men are not safe on the streets at night, 
‘and, referring to a newspaper report that 
‘tearooms were to be opened in the Back 
| Bay where women could smoke cigarettes, 
declared that the practice by women was 
‘a very serious blight upon our morality, 
‘‘Craoks seem to like to come to Bos- 
‘ton,’ Dr. Myers continues. ‘* They do not 
istand in dread of us as they once did. 
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lature probably this week, instructing 
Attorney General Carmody to obtain from 
District Attorney Whitman a copy of the 
evidence concerning unsafe banking meth- 
ods. which is adduced in the Carnegie 
"rust inquiry. The Attorney General will 
be instructed either to turn this evidence 
over to the Legislature for consideration, 
or to act upon the evidence himself in 
suggecting what line a State investigation 
should take. 

In such an event two lines of action 
would be possible—one, the appointment 
of a joint investigating committee by the 
Legislature, the other the appointment of 
a committee of investigation by Gov. Dix. 
In either event the inquiry would be a 
public one, for it is by publicity rather 
than amendments to the present State 
banking laws that those who are behind 
the effort to bring about a State inquiry 
hope to correct whatever abuses may be 
uncovered. 

The Carnegie Trust’s Decline. 

The story of the Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany’s fight to keep its head above water 
and of the part played by the State Bank- 
ing Department in the effort to rid the 
trust company of collateral and loans 
which were considered dangerous to the 
institution’s solvency would figure largely 
in any such investigation of banking 
methods. Part ofthis story is told in 
the records of the Banking Department 
itself and part in the books of the Car- 
negie Trust Company. The Carnegie’s 
reports to the State Banking Department 
during the period when the officials of 
the trust company were struggling to 
keep the Carnegie’s doors open -throw 
much light on the matter. 
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Admits Chopping Off Father’s Head— 
Says Father Killed His Mother.

ANSONIA, Conn., March 19.—Thomas 
Fitzgibbons and his wife, well-known 
residents of this city, were murdered to- 
night and their residence set on fire. 
Thomas Fitzgibbons, Jr., their son, is 
locked up, charged with the crime. 

We admits chopping off his father's 
head, but says his father had first killed 
his mother. and that he took the axe 
from him and struck him with it until he 
was sure his father was dead. ; 

Neighbors discovered the house on fire 
and sent in an alarm, whereupon the 
couble murder was disclosed. ‘The moth- 
er lay on the kitchen floor with her head 
almost severed, while the father lay be- 
hind the stove, the axe lying by his side. 
His clothes were on fire. 

The son told the police that his parents 
quarreled, and that when he came into 
the kitchen, carrying an axe with which 
he had been chopping wood, his father 
seized the weapon and split his mother’s 
head open with it. The son claims that 
he remonstrated with his father, and they 
fought for the possession of the axe. In 
the struggle a lamp on the table Was 
knocked over and the house set on fire, 

A policeman found the son wandering 
about in the rain and arrested him. ‘The 
police are of opinion that _he killed both 
his father and mother. When arrested, 
the son’s face, hands, and clothes were 
ccevered with blood.

At the end 
of December, 1900, or Six months later, 
when Joseph B. Reichmann was Presi- 
dent, the Dickinson interests having been 
acquired by William J. Cummins and his 
associates, the total esources of the 
Carnegie were $16,066,600. But several 
significant changes had taken place in 
the nature of these resources. Loans 
on time and demand notes, for instance, 
had during these six months increased 
from &3,212,242 to $3,665,645. The item of 
bills purchased, as contained in the re- 
port to the Banking Department, had de- 
vreased, however, from $6,494,304 to 59,- 
141.560. The latter decrease was an eVi~- 
Ceenee of the housecleaning in the Car- 
vegie Trust that had_ oeen ordered by 
the Superintendent of Banking. | 

But this apparent good beginning was 
soon followed by a slump in the resources 
of the Carnegie Trust. At the end of 
March. 1910, they had shrunk to a total 
of $12.873.455, a net loss of more than 
63,000,00 since June of 1909. This shrink- 
age in itseif was alarming. But worse 
vas to follow. 

Z Barina the three months between De- 
cember amd March the surplus and undi- 
vided profits of the Carnegie had shrunk 
to the extent of $165,852. It was then 
that State Supt. of Banking O. H. Che- 
ney. who had succeeded Clark Williams 
in that office in November of -the pre- 
ceding year, renewed his démand that 
tne officials of the Carnegic Trust Com- 
many take immediate steps to regain the 
usses they had sustained. 

When City Deposits Began. 

It was during this period of impending 
doom that City Chamberlain Hyde began 
io deposit city funds in the Carnegie 
Trust. The city’s first deposit was made 
on March 21, 1910, and the amount was 
$250,000. After this deposits were made 
with frequency, until on May 12, 1910, the 
sum ©f $§1,354458 had been entrusted by 
the city to the company. When the first 
deposit of $250,000 was made the Carnegie 
Trust officials had just bid for $100,000 in 
city bonds. 

The Banking Department's records show 
that in the three months, between De- 
ccinber, 148, and March, 1910, the Car- 
nesie’s eash on hand had shrunk $796,980, 
and the amount of cash due from other 
banks had shrunk $269,051. The official 
investigators say it is not at all strange 
that at such a time the officials of the 
Carnegie Trust Company should have 
been eager to get large deposits of city 
money. It was about this time, too, that 
Joseph B. Reichmann, then President 
of the Carnezie Trust, met City Chamber- 
lein Hyde. William J. Cummins, Chair- 
man of the Carnegie’s Executive Commit- 
tee and the controlling factor in the com- 
pany, met Mr. Hyde in March of that 
year, for it was on March 19, 1910, that 
Jordan J. Rollins, counsel for the State 
Banking Department in all liquidation 
matters, and close friend of Clark Will- 
1ams, the former Banking Superintendent, 
wrote a letter of introduction to City 
Chamberlain Hyde praising Mr. Cummins 
and expatiating upon his reliability as a 
banker. 

Bank Warned in May, 1910. 

Tn spite of the large city deposits made 
with the Carnegie Trust Company in 
March and April of 1910, Mr. Cheney, the 
present §tate Banking *Superintendent, 
took steps in May of that year to learn 
from the Attorney General whether or not 
he waS empowered by law to force the 
Carnegie Trust to make good any impair- 
ment of capital and surplus pr to force the 


officials of the institution to discontinue 
any unsafe or unauthorized practices upon 
threat of closing the institutign’s doors. 
The reply from the Attorney General was 
to the effect that the Superintendent ot 
Banking could close the company’s doors 
unless his demands were complied with. 
This request for advice was not long after 
the deaih of C. C. Dickinson. 
Immediately after hearing from the At- 
torney General Mr. Cheney made a per- 
emptory demand that a general house- 
c.eaning be made in the Carnegie Trust. 
It was then that the controlling factors in 
the institution began casting around for 
means to retrieve the ill-fortunes of the 
Carnegie Trust. Andrew Carnegie was 
appealed to as a last resort, for already 
ain underground tip had gone out that the 
Carnegie Trust Company was unsafe ant 
a run had started. The $2,000,000 in United 
States Steel Corporation bonds that Mr. 
Carnegie turned over to the Carnegie offi- 
cials, accepting as security most of the 
capital stock of the Platt Iron Works, in 
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L. Hough, where they are stopping, Mrs. 
Winfrey De Loach, so closely resembling 
the missing Dorothy Arnold that:two de- 
tectives have been in the city shadowing 
her for ten days, declared in a matter-of- 
fact voice, ‘‘I am Dorothy Arnold of New 
York.’’

De Loach bore 
her out. adding that there were gertain 
past events of a private nature that they 
did not care to divulge, and for that rea- 
son refused to produce the marriage cer- 
tifieate, letters, or anythin that would 
furnish a clue as to his wife’s real iden- 


De Loach resembles the descrip- 
tions of the missing heiress, being not 
over 5 feet 5 inches in height and having 
medium durk wavy hair and bluish-green 
eves. 

“When pressed for a decisive explanation 

to-night. De Loach declared that he met 
his wife at Washington, D. C., after an 
elopement from Baltimore, Md. Her 
maiden name was Winifred Randolph, he 
said, and after they were married her 
parents disowned her. He says he for- 
merly lived at Atlanta, Ga., where his 
father is a wealthy cotton miller. In- 
quiries in Atlanta failed to prove this. 


YALE MAY OPEN MUSEUMS. 


So Hadley Suggests in Discussing Har- 
vard’s Scheme to Aid Cambridge. 
Special io The New York Times. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 19.—Presi- 
dent Hadley of Yale to-night discussed 
probable Yale plans similar to those pro- 
posed by Harvard, which desires to make 
that university of use to the people of 
Cambridge. In speaking of the Harvard 

scheme Dr. Hadley said: 

‘‘We shall have to reach the same re- 
sult in other ways—by opening museums 
of collections, for instance. There was 
no demand among the teachers here for 
a Summer school. Our playgrounds are 
not in New Haven, but in Orange; and the 
attempt which we made a few years ago 
to open some of our unoccupied land as 
playgrounds met with legal obstacles, to 
our great disappointment. 

‘Our experience with free tuition has 
not been encouraged. Many of the boys 
do not appreciate it. We get better re- 
sults by allowing them to defer payment 
until they are self-supporting, treating the 
matter as a loan.” 


FIGHT IN MISSOURI HOUSE.

A recess was 
taken. 

The occasion for a Sunday session was 
the failure of the House to concur last 
night in a rider to the appropriation bill 
for the State Fish and Game Depart- 
ment. The Democrats in the House lined 
up to-day and adopted, by a vote of 73 to 
42, the report of the Conference GCommit- 
tee, which urged that the rider carry 
with the bill.

TAFT, RETURNING, 
OUTLINES HESSAGE 


Likely to Ask Special Session to 
Confine Itself to Reciprocity 
and the Tariff Board. 








WANTS FIGURES ON WOOL 





Frankly Expects Democrats to Help 
Him to Put the Tariff on a 
Scientific Basis. 





COLUMBIA, 8. C., March 19.—President 
Taft passed through here this afternoon 
on his way to Washington. Those who 
were on his train learned that, according 
to present plans, he will confine his mes- 
Sage to the extra session of Congress to 
be convened on April 4 to Canadian reci- 
procity and the establishment of a per- 
manent Tariff Board, 

The President is convinced that the 
country desires and should desire a fur- 
ther revision of the schedules of the 
Payne-Aldrich act. He feels that the 
woolen schedule is particularly indefen- 
sible. It is said that he is anxious that it 
Shall be revised at an early date. 

The President is equally convinced, how- 
ever, that the country desires that revis- 
ions of the future shall be made in the 
light of the scientific information which 
it is the duty of a tariff board to collect. 


| So at this time he rather inclines to the 


idea that no schedule should be revised 
upon which the Tariff Board is not ready 
with its information. He has directed 
the temporary board to make a report on 
the woolen schedule by Dec. 1. He would 
like very much for Congress to wait until 
that time and not attempt to revise any 
of the schedules at the extra session. He 
will give the matter further consideration, 
however, after he reaches Washington. 

Mr. Taft frankly expects the Demo- 
cratic House and the nearly Democratic 
Senate of the Sixty-second Congress to 
help him to carry out a programme of 
scientific revision of the tariff. He hopes 
that another vear will mark great pros- 
ress in that direction. He is particula: 
anxious, however, that the revision shall 
be made in accordance with his estab- 
lished policy of lifting the tariff as far as 
possible out of the realm of politics and 
Placing it as, is done in Germany, upon a 
scientific, non-partisan, and disinterested 
basis. 

Just how the Democratic leaders will re- 
celve a proposition to postpone action on 
tariff revision until next December re- 
mains to be seen. A number of the lead- 
ers have already indicated that at least 
two or three schedules of the Payne-Al- 
drich law will be acted on prior to the ad- 
journment of the extra session. 

It was a disappointment to the President 
that the permanent Tariff Board should 
have been defeated at ti‘e very close of 
the last session of Congress. After pass- 
ing the Senate on the day of adjournment, 
the bill was killed in the House by a fili- 
buster. How important the President re- 
gards such a board was made evident 
after Congress adjourned, when he placec¢ 
upon the present board the very men, Mr. 
Howard and Prof. Page, whom he intend- 
ed to place on the permanent Tariff Com- 
mission with Messrs, Emery, Sanders, 
and Reynolds. Therefore there now exists 
in temporary form precisely that Tariff 
Board which would have existed if the 
law had been passed. All that is now re- 
quired is to secure for the board a per- 
manent status. 

Under the personal direction of Mr. 
[Emery the board is already engaged in a 
careful analysis of the textile schedule, 
which will be ready to be submitted to 
Congress at the regular session, 

The President is said to be greatly en- 
couraged by the steady progress and de- 
velopment of his tariff programme. The 
Payne-Aldrich law, the Tariff Board, the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement, he re- 
gards as milestones of progress. While 
he originally intended to devote his mes- 
Sage to the special session of Congress to 
the reciprocity agreement, on account of 
its urgent it.ternational importance, he 
has come to the conciusion that he ought 
to seize the occasion to secure the perma- 
nent Tariff Board, for which there was a 
majority in both the Senate and House 
of the last Congress. and for which he 
hopes a majority will exist in the Sixty- 


second Congress. 

The President and Mrs. Taft left Au- 
Susta at 3:15 M. over the Southern 
Railway, and passed through here at 6:20 
o'clock. The train is-due in Washington 
at 8:53 to-morrow morning. Accompa- 
nied by Mrs. Taft, the President attended 
morning service at the First Baptist 
Church In Augusta, and later called at 
the city Post Office to see Postmastor 
Thomas D. Murphy and to shake hands 
with all the employes. Col. Murphy for- 
merly was a newspaper man and a per- 
sonal friend of the President. 


LINCOLN FUNERAL CAR BURNS 


Kept as Relic Near Minneapolis, It 
Bore Slain President’s Body Home.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 19.—The 
cor, which, in April, 1865, carried the body 
of Abraham Lincoln from Washington to 
its final resting place in Springfield, II1., 
is a mass of charred wood and iron. 
The relic, which has been visited in the 
last forty-six years by hundreds of thou- 
sands of Americans, was destroyed yes- 
terday by a prairie fire which swept 
through ten blocks in Columbia Heights, 
an Anoka County village, which adjoins 
the northeast city limits. Squads of wo- 
men and boys, who rallied to fight the 
flames which threatened the car, were 
unsuccessful in checking the spread of the 
fire, and two boys were slightly burned. 

The Lincoln funeral car was purchased 
by Thomas Lowry in 1905, brought to Min- 
neapolis, and placed in Columbia Heights. 
It had been used also as the private car 
of Lincoln and his Cabinet during the last 
three years of the civil war. 


PHOTOGRAPHING THOUGHTS. 


Dr. Baff Discusses Discovery Credited 
to Japanese Scientists.

WORCESTER, Mass., March 19.—Dr. 
Max Baff of Clark College, discussing the 
discovery credited to Japanese scientists 
enabling human thoughts to be photo- 
graphed, said: 

* As a method of taking thought photo- 
graphs, a capita! way would be to ex- 
pose the film in a vacuum tank, and have 
the subjects, whose thoughts are to be 
photographed, placed near the tank, even 
with their heeds against it.

A Little Trucking Job That Takes 


46 Horses Does Damage 
Amounting to $5,000. 














GREAT RUMBLE AND CLATTER 





And a Trall of Broken Manhole Covers 
and Split Pavement from the Ferry 
to Fifth Ave. and 38th Street. 





Big John Traynor dangled his legs yes- 
terday behind forty-six horses and guided 
on two trips across Forty-second Street 
from the North River and down Fifth 
Avenue to Thirty-cighth Street two of 
the heaviest girders the streets of this 
town ever have had to support. Behind 
him lay a trail of split Belgian blocks and 
shattered manhole covers, but the girders 
were safely delivered and before dark had 
heen swung into place over what will be 
one of the biggest show windows in town, 
in the new building which is to cover 
nearly half of the Fifth Avenue block 
front at the southeast corner of Thirty- 
eighth Street. 

Traynor is boss truckman for Thomas 
McLarnon, who gained fame among truck- 
men by constructing a one-hundred-ton 
truck a dozen years ago on which to move 
the cable for the Third Avenue Railroad, 
That cable weighed ninety tons, but no 
attempt was made to do the moving job 
with horses, The truck was wormed slow- 
ly through the streets with block and 
tackle. 

The girders moved yesterday weighed 
68%, tons each, and after the ninety-ton 
job of twelve years ago Traynor had no 
doubt that he could get them across town 
—provided he didn't cave in the Subway 
roof, 

The truckman’s gang and the forty-six 
horses were on hand at dawn at the For- 
ty-third Street pier. The rig for the 
horses had been perfected while MclLar- 
non was trucking girders for the Pennsyl- 
vania station. Several of these loads it 
took twenty teams to haul, The pull was 
arranged something like the ropes used to 
allow everybody in the village to tag on 
when the vamps got out the old hand 
pump engine. 





Two Yong steel eubl’. Yan from tie 
drawhead of the truck, and to these 
cables twenty-two teams were hitched. 
The wheelers, both giants, were hitched 
in a double pair of cumbrous shafts, 

There is a slight up grade from the 
ferry to Times Square, but the forty-six 
horses spread out fanwise, and made no 
difficulty of the rise. They took it at a 
speed which made the drivers, one to lead 
e2z2ch team, go at a jog trot. The wheels 
of the giant truck, fifteen inches across 
the tires, and six-spoked like those of the 
Roman chariots, rumbled along over the 
pavement like four miniature earthquakes. 

Big John Traynor kept to the paved 
enace bounded by the car tracks. The; 
wheels held fuirly steady to a course be- 
tween the rails and the insulator covers, 
which every score feet or so are let into 
the pavement to give access to the sup- 
ports of the underground third rail. The 
big steel tires, pounding on the blocks, 
raised little puffs of granite dust. and the 
heat generated by the impact added occa- 
sional jets of blue smoke to the trail of 
the wheels. — . 

On one side or the other’ the wheels 





were sure to hit an insulator cover every 
lew rods. Some slumped in like card- 
board, but many stood the strain. Here! 
and there the whole insulator box wou!d ! 
give way with a ground-shaking thud. 
and blue flame would fly up from the 
third rail as‘the smaghed insulator let it 
snort circuit with the metal of the pit. 
Sewer manhole covers and Edison conduit 
covers that withstood the weight of a 
wheel were not many, though men ran 
along with heavy spruce planks to throw 
over the covers as the wheels passed. 
When one of the big lids gave way under 
it the wheel would siump into the hole in 
a way that made it look often as if it 
would let the sixty-eight tons of girder 
come smashing down to the street. Eacn 
time the smart pace of the teams pulled 
the job through. 

After the first girder had gone by work 
gangs of the Metropolitan Street Railway 
and the Edison Company were busy re- 
pairing damage. The second girder came 
along while they were still at work, and 
much of it had to be done over again. 
“Sunday at midday is comparatively dull 
for Times Square, but yesterday when 
the rumble of the weighted wheels, the 
clatter of 184 horse shoes, and the shouts 
of forty-seven drivers broke the quiet a 
small host soon gathered. The horses 
spread out toward both curbs, and from 
the Times Building east to Sixth Avenue 
the leaders were often on the sidewalk. 
A sprinkle of rain was coming down, and 
Traynor, who bossed the driving from his 
place behind the wheelers, was taking no 
chances on slippery asphalt. 

At the Fifth Avenue turn a depression 
north of the tracks halted the procession 
until the rear wheels could be jacked up 
on oak planks and let over onto the level. 

The toll on Fifth Avenue was but three 
manhole covers. On Forty-second Street 
along the ear tracks the Metropolitan 
Railroad’s foreman estimated the damage 
at $5,000. He could not say who woula 
have to foot the bill. Big John Traynor 
had no doubt on the point. 

‘If the streets ain't strong enough for 
a little truckin’,”” he said, ‘‘ whose fault 
is it? The city’s. The city’ll pay for it, 
not me, nor the boss. These streets ain’t 
what they used to be. They’re holler now. 
I was afraid to drive off the car tracks 
for fear of droppin’ down: through the 
water mains and gas pipes clean into the 
Subway.”’ 


TRAIN WRECKS CAR; 2 DIE: 


Express Crashes Into Buffalo Trolley 
at Crossing—Four Also Hurt. 


BUFFALO, March 19.~Two persons 
were kilfed and four were injured this 
afternoon when a Lackawanna passenger 
train, running at high speed, crashed into 
a street car ata grade crossing on Clin- 
ton Street. 

The street car was outbound, and had 
only three passengerg on board. Freder- 
ick Gottman, an experienced motorman, 
wag teaching Robert W. Hoehn, who 
was handling the controler. As the car 
neared the crossing, the gates went down | 








for the passage of the express train, | 
which wag then in plain view, but the’ 
street car did not slow down. Gottman ' 
wrenched the controller from Hoehn’s | 
hands, but it was too late. 

The street car struck the _ derailing : 
switch, and, leaving the rails, bumped 
along the pavement until it was stopped 
by the rails of the steam railroad. Be-, 
fore any one on the street car could move | 
the engine of the passenger train crashed ;

MISTAKE, SAYS WASHINGTON 





Seeking Mr. Smith, the Tuskeegee 
Auditor, In Apartment House Where 
He Was Found—Assallant Arrested. 





Booker T. Washington head of the Tus- 
kegee Institute for Negroes, was beaten 
last night in the hall of an apartment 
house at 11% West Sixty-third Street by 
Albert Ulrich, a white resident of that 
house. Ulrich pursued Dr, Washington 
along Central Park West to Sixty-fourth 
Street. In his flight he fell several 
times and was kicked by others who had 
joined the pursuit without knowing who 
the fleeing man was. His scalp was cut 
in two places, his right ear was split, 
and his face was cut and scratched. 

Ulrich told the police that his attack 
was due to what his wife had told him 
earlier in the evening. She told him that 
@ negro loitering along the sidewalk near 
the house while she was taking a walk 
had spoken to her. Dr, Washington said 
his presence In the hall was because he 
was looking for D. C. Smith, whom he 
had been asked in a letter by the Secre- 
tary of Tuskegee to see. Smith, he said, 
was stopping with his cousin, who, Dr. 
Washington understood, lived in the same 
apartment building with the Ulrichs, He 
had fergotten the name of the cousin, 
and was looking at the names on the bells 
when Ulrich set upon him. 

Mrs. Ulrich told the police that she had 
seen Dr, Washington walking up and 
down in front of the house when she went 
out, and that he approached her and 
asked a question which did not relate to 
his search for Mr. Smith or his cousin. 
She said she did not reply and on her re- 
turn he was still there. A little later she 
went out again, and this time Mr. Wash- 
ington was in the hall. She went back 
into the apartment and told her husband 
that he was looking into the keyhole of 
the other ground floor apartment, which 
is occupied by Frank J. Revette. 

Ulrich ran out into the hall and shouted 
to Dr, Washington to get out. Dr. Wash- 
ington ran and Ulrich followed. The 
house is just opposite the rear of The New 
Theatre and near the Hotel Empire. it 
was about 9 o’clock, and many people 
were on the street. Dr. Washington ran 
to Central Park West, across the street, 
and up along Central Park. The crowd 
that tollowed had surrounded him, when 
Poiiceman Benjamin Tierney saw the dis- 
turbamee, “atthe corner of Sixty-fourth 
Street, and ran up. He took Dr. Wash- 
ington and Ulrich to the West Sixty- 
eighth Street Station, and the crowd fol- 
lowed, 

All this time nobody knew who Dr. 
Washington was. At the _ station he 
brushed off the mud and dirt with which 
he was covered, while Ulrich was telling 
his story, as already set forth. 

Ulrich wound up by demanding that the 
man who stood beside him before the 
desk be held on a charge of illegal entry. 

Up to this point Dr. Washington had re- 
mained silent, but before Lieut. Quinn 
had time to make any decision in the 
matter he said: 

‘‘This man is mistaken. I 
T. Washington.” 

This declaration caused everybody with- 
in earshot to pay more attention. | Dr. 
Washington immediately produced a pass 
made out in his name by the Albany Day 
Line. 

Going on to explain his presence in New 
York the educator said he had left Tus- 
kagee on Saturday after recelving a tele- 
gram from the Secretary of the institute 
requesting him to meet the auditor, D. C. 
Smith in New York. Mr. Smith, Dr. 
Washington said he was informed, was 
staying at 11% West Sixty-third Street 
with a cousin. It was to find him that 
he had gone there. 

Dr. Washington said he had gone in the 
evening to a church tin which Smith was 
said to be a member, but did not meet 
him, Then he went to 11% West Sixty- 
third Street. 

Dr .Washington’s story was convincing 
to Lieut. Quinn. who prepared to hold 
Ulrich on a charge of assault. The negro 
educator, however, seemed doubtful as to 
whether he would press the charge. He 
asked Lieut, Quinn for his advice. 

“Tam aman of National reputation,” 
he said, ‘‘and I want to know, Lieuten- 
ant, whether you think it would be ad- 
visable for me to pregs this charge.”’ 

Lieut. Quinn said he thought ft would 
be the proper course, so Ulrich was ac- 
cordingly booked on the assault charge. 
He sai@@he was a carpenter, 34 years old. 

An ambulance was called from Flower 
Hospital for Dr. Washington and he was 
taken there by Dr. Weir. After his 
wounds were dressed he went on to the 
Hotel Manhattan, where he always stays 
when in New York. He arrived there on 
Saturday.

““I came to New York on Saturday, and 
put up at the hotel here,” he said. ‘I 
spoke at the Church of the Pilgrims to- 
day, and then returned to my room. I 
did not go down to the dining room for 
dinner, but had a sort of a lunch of pea- 
nuts in my room. About 9 o'clock TI re- 
called that I had received a letter from 
my secretary in Chicago saying that the 
auditor of Tuskegee Institute, Mr. D. C. 
Smith, was likely to be here. 

‘““As I recalled the letter, Mr. Smith 
was staying with cousins in West Sixty- 
third Street. It was my recollection that 
the number of the Sixty-third Street 
house was 11. When I got to West Six- 
ty-third Street I found that I was not 
sure what the number really was. So J 
walked up and down the street thinking 
that if I saw the number on the door- 
plate it might refresh my memory of 
the number given in the letter. 

‘“‘T went up to No. ee 4 entered the 
vestibule and pressed the button over i 
name that looked like that mentioned in 
the letter. I think the name mentioned 
in the letter was Moore, but I may be 
mistaken. I don't want to get any one 
into trouble by mentioning a wrong name.

might with an acceptance of the bond 
signed by Magistrate Steinert, he was 
told by Keeper Flynn that the prisoner 
could not be released. 

“The keeper explained that according to 
@® ruling of the Board of Magistrates no 
Magistrate’s cancellation of a bond could 
he accepted unless it was countersigned’ 
Wy Chief Magistrate McAdoo and Com- 
missioner of Correction Whitney. Under 
certain conditions this would be a lengthy 
proceeding. 

The bondsman returned to Magistrate 
Steinert and the Magistrate called upon 
Warden Mallon, who has charge of all the 
prisons except the Tombs, for an ex- 
Planation. Warden Mallon cited the rul- 
ing of the Magistrates and declared that 
if he released the prisoner he would get 
into trouble. The Magistrate advised the 
bondsman that this procedure was illegal 
and opposed to the section of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure which says that when 
a Magistrate accepts a bond the prisoner 
must be discharged forthwith. 

The Magistrate explained that this rule 
Was put into effect in order to do away 
With grafting bondsmen who get an ac- 


_ @®eptance and go to the prisoner to de- 


mand a certain sum as the price of al- 
lowing him to be liberated. He said that 
if it were ever brought before the Su- 
preme Court on appeal it would stand no 
chance. The ruling has been in effect 
about six weeks, but apparently last 
night’s case is the first in which it has 
ever been questioned. The prisoner stayed 
all night in jail. 


TRADED IN STOLEN STAMPS. 


Kansas Jury, After All-Night Sitting, 
Finds ex-Bank President Gullty.

Burt recently pleaded guilty to the lat- 
ter offense, waiving trial.

FATHER AND SON LOCKED UP. 


Latter Tries to Exonerate the Former 
for a Mortal Stabbing. 


Locked up in the Amity Street Police 
Station, Brooklyn, are father and son, 
the former accused by tthe police of the 
stabbing of Michael Frayer of 519 Hicks 
Street, the latter the self-confessed assail- 
ant of the same man, who, when he 
learned of the arrest of his father, gave 


himself up to the police and said he alone 
was to blame. Frayer, who is dying in 
the Long Island College Hospital from a 
wound in the abdomen, however, in an 
ante-mortem statement to Coroner Roo- 
ney accused the father of stabbing him. 

In the statement made by the dying 
man, according to the Coroner, an alter- 
cation occurred early yesterday morning 
between Frayer, oh the one hand, and a 
crowd of men, including Michael Hayes 
and his son, Peter Hayes, both of 96 Bal- 
tic Street, on the other. The elder Hayes, 
according to the statement, drew a stiletto 
and stabbed Frayer. The crowd scattered, 
and Frayer was hurried to the hospital. 

Two hours later the police of the Amity 
Street Station arrested the father and 
charged him with the assault. Later the 
son entered the police station and offered 
to surrender. 

“What for?” asked the Lieutenant. 

“I stabbed Mike Frayer. It wasn’t my 
father. I did it. I want you to free my 
father and arrest me,” said Hayes.

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LIMANTOUR DELAYS 
ARRIVAL AT CAPITAL 


Remains Overnight at Monterey 
and Avoids a Night Run Through 


Rebel-Infested Mountains. 








GREAT RECEPTION BLOCKED 





All Elements In Mexico City Were to 
Have Welcomed Him—His Mis- 


sion May Bring Peace. 





MEXICO CITY, March 
Minister José Yves Limantour, in his 
private car, moving as a special, will 
arrive here some time before noon to- 
morrow, according to the best information 
obtainable to-night. 

The car was dropped from the regular 
southbound train from Laredo at Mon- 
terey late last night, and left that city 
at 7:30 A. M. to-day, thus avoiding a 
night run through the mountains to the 
south. News of the breaking of the jour- 
ney reached here in delayed dispatches 
to-day. The reason given was the illness 
of Mrs. Limantour, which at the same 
time was said to be not serious. Her 
health, which was one of the reasons for 
the Finance Minister’s long stay in 
France, not having been fully restored, 
was said not to have been equal to the 
strain of the continuous run from New 
York without a brief rest. 

Belief in the wisdom of precautionary 
measures also was thought to have had 
some weight in bringing about the stop- 
over. The night run south would have 
been through a mountainous district well 
suited to the plans of any irresponsibles 
who might have felt called upon to hinder 
the progress of the party. By leaving in 
the morning, many miles were put be- 
tween the travelers and any district in 
which disturbances had occurred before 
nightfall. 

No information regarding the move- 
ments of the Minister and his party was 
forthcoming from any official source. 

In some — usually worthy of 
consideration it Was advanced as a rea- 
son for the delay in the northern city, and 
the mystery attending the hour of his ar- 
rival, a desire on the part of Sefior Li- 
mantour to shun the demonstration of 
welcome which had been prepared. His 
coming to-night was to have been the oc- 
casion of an elaborate tribute to his pop- 
ularity, in which all elements of the cap- 
ital society were to have taken part. Com- 
mittees of Government officials, students, 
and nearly every branch of professional 
and industrial life were to have given the 
returning traveler a spectacular ovation 
at the railroad station. 

Sefior Limantour was said to have pre- 
ferred a quiet homecoming, and for that 
reason adopted similar measures to those 
attending his departure from New York. 

That there will be an @fficial welcome 
awaiting him to-morrow goes without 
saying, but the uncertainly as to the pre- 
cise time of his arrival will effectually 
disrupt the remainder of the programme. 


MONTEREY, Mexico, March 19.—In a 
special train aboard the private car Hi- 
dalgo Minister Limantour and fellow- 
travelers left this city at 7:30 A. M. to- 
day. The car was detached from the reg- 
ular train from Laredo late last night 
owing to the illness of Mrs. Maria Canas 
de I.iman.tour. 

Sefor Limantour appeared on the plat- 
form of the car and acknowledged the 
greeting. Senora Limantour was the re- 
cipient of floral offerings. She received a 
number of her friends in the car to whom 
she stated that her illness was not se- 
vere, but that she felt a break in the long 
journey was desirable. 


HOPE CENTRES IN LIMANTOUR. 


Peace May Come This Week After 
Conferences with Diaz. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—Ambassador 
de la Barra was advised to-day of the 
progress of Minister Limantour’s journey 
to Mexico City. He received a message 
this afternoon that Sefior Limantour prob- 
ably would arrive without mishap to- 
night on the train due at 8 o’clock. Later 
he was unofficially informed that the 
private car Hidalgo had been detached 
at Monterey last night and probably would 
not arrive at Mexico City before to-mor- 
row morning. 

While Sefior Limantour’s delay is 
ascribed to the illness of his wife, there 
is much interest here in its possible sig- 
nificance. Tnere have been reports of 
rebel activity near Saltillo, and informa- 
tion of some insurrecto movement may 
have caused Sefior Limantour to change 
his plans. A dispatch from Monterey last 
night said he had left that city shortly 
after 10 o’clock, the train to which his 


car was attached being preceded by a 
pilot engine. 

Peace may come in Mexico within the 
present week. With the arrival at the 
capital of Sefior Limantour, President 
Diaz will begin a series of conferences. 
Minister Limantour will present an ex- 
planation of the demands of the revolu- 
tionists, and changes in the Cabinet of 
President Diaz as well ds the institution 
of certain reforms are expected to ap- 
pease the insurgents. 

In the meantime President Taft, who 
arrives here to-morrow morning from 
Augusta, Ga., will confer with Ambassa- 
dor de la Barra, and there is good ground 
for the assumption that the troops now 
concentrated in Texas will immediately 
begin a series of manoeuvres and return 
shortly to their posts. In addition to 
this, when conditions are normal in Mex- 
ico, a complete statement of things which 
actuated the mobilization of the troops 
will be issued by the White House. 

According to private advices here, an- 
ticipation of good results from Sefor Li- 
mantour’s mission is manifest in the cir- 
cles of both the insurgents and the sup- 
porters of the Federal Government. The 
‘nsurgents have taken the stand that 
their operations have proved that they 
are willing to risk a great deal to secure 
the adoption of certain reforms in the 
Government, and, failing in this, they 
will continue the strife. Besides the pro- 
posals which Sefior Limantour is known 
to be bearing to President Diaz, it is re- 
ported that the wishes of prominent in- 
surgent sympathizers In various parts of 
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the republic have become known to Presi- 
dent Diaz, and will play no small part in 
the reorganization of his Cabinet. erious 
outbreaks have been prevented by the 
promises of early changes in their ad- 
ministration. 

Some of the objects expected to be at- 
tained by the mobilization of the large 
force of troons in Texas were pointed out 
by Major Gen, Leonard Wood, Chief of 
staff, to-day. 

‘It is the first opportunity for most of 
the general officers.of the army to com- 
mand a brigade or division of regula. 
troops,’’ said he, ‘‘and it is proposed to 
give to practically all our general officers 
an opportunity te command the troops 
assembled at San Antonio. The Major 
Generals will be assigned to command the 
manoeuvre division and the Brigadier 
Generals the various brigades. The tin- 
struction will be the m: valuable of the 
kind we have ever had. 

‘‘The militia officers have been invited 
to come to the camp in details of 2 
bringing their field equipment and mess 
outfit. They are to remain for two weeks 
and then to be relieved by another group 
of 200. The purpose is to attach each 
militia officer or a regular officer of a 
corresponding grade and have him accom- 
pany the regular officer in his daily 
rounds of duty, to obtain thorough in- 
struction in caring for troops in camp as 
well as to familiarize himself with the 
methods of instruction, drill, &ce. Medical 
officers are being included to study camp 
sanitation. All troops have been inocu- 
lated against typhoid fever.’’ 

Gen. Wood reiterated that no additional 
troops have been ordered to Texas. 

“The mobilization, so far as the army 
is concerned,” he said, ‘‘ has shown that 
the troops are prepared to move quickly. 
Such delays as have occurred have been 
incident to railway transportation at this 
season of the year, washouts, &c.” 


BRUTAL SOLDIERS KILLED. 


Rebels Waylay Force That Shot at 
Women and Children. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TERRAZAS, Mexico, March 19.—Matters 
in the revolutionary situation in this sec- 
tion are rapidly approaching a crisis. A 
siege of Chihuahua hag been ordered and 
no supplies are allowed to enter the capi- 
tal of the State. 

About 800 rebels are in camp north of 
this place. Large bands of revolutionists 
come in daily, but they are always peace- 
able when in the city. They pay cash to 
the stores for whatever they get. A few 


days ago they burned every railroad 
bridge between this place and the next 
station north of here. A force of 200 men 
visited Terrazas, cut the telegraph wires, 
and no communication could be sent from 
here until to-day. 

A detail of federal cavalry from Chihua- 
hua came here and without warning 
opened fire on women and children who 
were watching them. Other women were 
ill-treated. When the commander learned 
of this he dismounted the men and sent 
them after the rebels. This force was 
waylaid and annihilated by the rebels. 
Since President Diaz proclaimed martial 
law the rebels show no quarter to federal 
troops, although they do not molest non- 
combatants. . 


BOYS LEAD DIAZ’S TROOPS. 


Students of Military Academy Meet 
Brave Deaths at the Front. 


MEXICO CITY, March 19.—Of the offi- 
cers sent to the front in the last few 
weeks, according to an excellent author- 
ity, a large majority have been young men 
from the Escuela de Aspirantes, or mili- 
tary academy. 

Many of them are mere boys, who have 
only received their commissions. Never- 
theless, it is said, they have gone into the 
battles with enthusiasm and have shown 
great bravery. Several have met their 
death, particular mention being made of 
Sup-Lieuts. Gustavo Bravo, Moises de la 
Lama, and Ramon _ Reyes, and, Lieut. 
Ricardo Villagran. Two others, not yet 
out of their teens, have been killed—Anto- 
nio Ferrer Diaz, at Mulatac, near Ojinaga, 
and Elias Torres, at Casas Grandes, 


CAVALRY WILL MOVE TO-DAY. 


Train Ready at San Antonio to Take 
Fresh Patrol to Border. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SAN ANTONTO, Texas, March 19.—It 
was made known at the mobilization camp 
at Fort Sam Houston this afternoon that 
the first movement of troops out of it 
will take place early to-morrow morning. 
One squadron of cavalrymen will depart 
for a point on the border where the in- 

i 
surrecto movement in Mexico is becom- 
ing more active. 

Shortly after noon to-day a train of 
tnirteen cars ordered from Washington 
vacked into the army siding on Pine 
Street. Fifty stock cars have been made 
ready to go out. Twenty-one other pas- 
senger cars are held in reserve and fifty 
stock cars. 

The officers and men of the Fourth 
Regiment of Field Artillery, a command 
made up of eleven fine mountain bat- 
teries, are to be held in camp to-morrow. 
Mounted artillerymen are generally ac- 
companied by calavry and there is a feel- 
ing that the Fourth is going away also, 
although the order to keep it in camp may 
only mean a practice hike. 

The movement of cavalrymen to-morrow 
may be due to a request of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad for protection for its great 
bridge over the Pecos River, near the 
Texas town of Viaduct, 215 miles west 
of this city. The bridge crosses a deep 
gorge and is within five miles of the 
Mexican border. The insurrectos have 
beer gaining strength steadily: in that 
section of Mexico, and might desire to 
cut the line which takes supplies to El 
2480. 

The cavalrymen, however, may go to 
the Texas town El Oro, opposite Presidio 
Del Norte. 

Officers here learned several days ago 
of a shipment of four carloads of arms 
and ammunition to hardware dealers on 
the American ‘side of the border. Some 
of the shipment was consigned to Martha, 
Texas, fifty miles distant from El Oro. 
Another shipment that passed through 
San Antonio last night was consigned to 
Delrio, a town near the border, 775 miles 
west of this city. 

The nervousness of the troops here is 
shown by an incident of last night. When 
it was made known that the War Depart- 
ment had placed an order for a train to 
transport troops, half of the officers 
who were at a dance given in their honor 
at the Hotel Menger, hurriedly made their 
excuses and went to their regimental 
camps. 

Despite the fact that the adobe mud, 
due to the rainstorm of yesterday, made 
the mobilization camp & most uninviting 
place, thousands of visitors were there 
this afternoon. They saw no. dress 
parades because the mud was too deep, 
nut heard half a dozen concerts. 

The first death since the mobilization 
began was reported this afternoon. It 
was of Private William B. Thrasher of 
the Fifteenth Infantry, who was drowned 
in a small pond back of the cavalry 
camps yesterday afternoon. 

Private Frank Say of the Fourth Field 
Artillery is in the division hospital with 
a fractured skull. He was kicked by a 
mountain artillery mule this morning.

Heavy Rain Visits Men at Galveston

GALVESTON, Texas. March 19.—Rain 
fell in torrents at Fort Crockett last 
night and almost drowned out the 2,600 
coast artillerymen who arrived yesterday 
from the North on transports and spent 
the night under the inadequate shelter of 
their dog tents. It was the first time it 
had rained here in weeks, and the down- 
pour occurred at the worst possible time 
for the newly arrived troops—before they 
could get their big tents up.

Fort Crock- 
ett reservation is probably half a mile 
square, and is west of the city on the 
Gulf front. There has been no garrison 
there since the storm of September, 1900, 
but the Government has been construct- 
ing fine concrete barracks. Several of 
the buildings are ready to be occupied. 
The grade of the reservation has been 
raised to the level of the concrete wall 
put up since the storm to defy the sea. 
Three guns and motar batteries line the 
water front. 

The camp remains absolutely free from 
sickness, but nevertheless every precau- 
tion is being taken to ward off disease. 
Gen. Mills set an example to the officers 
in the brigade by baring his arm to the 
surgeon's needle for an initial injection 
of typhoid germs. The other officers 
quickly followed suit. 

Large quantities of mail for the four 
cruisers of Rear Admiral Staunton’s fleet 
are accumulating in the Post Office here, 
indicating they are expected shortly from 
Guantanamo, The naval collier Ajax 
arrived to-day. 


AMERICANS QUIT MEXICO. 


Insurrecto Interference with Business 
Conditions the Chief Cause. 


EL PASO, Texas, March 19.—According 
to reports received to-day from what are 
considered unquestionable scources van- 
dalism by lawless persons and interference 
with the free activity of business people 
are growing in Northern Mexico to such 
an extent that thousands of non-comba- 
tants, including many Americans, are 
leaving the country. 

Americans are allowed to depart freely 
and without being detained by armed men 
and, in some instances, deprived of their 
valuables. Cattle and horses are taken 
without regard to ownership. It is given 
out that depredations are not counte- 
nanced by the insurrecto army, but are 
performed by a lawless element. An Amer- 
ican arrived here to-day from Guerrero 
Minaca, coming direct through the heart 
of Chihuauhua. He said: 

“We were frequently held up, but when 
it was found we had no arms or val- 
uables we were allowed to proceed. Last 
Thursday near Casas Grandes we came 
upon the outpost of Francisco I. Madero’s 
insurrectos. We were treated with court- 
esy and were told if we were molested 
it would be against the desire of the rev- 
olutionists, as they were eager to respect 
property rights. Further north we were 
told by the ranch holders that their cattle 


and horses were — taken by the hun- 
dreds. The stores in the little town were 
empty.”’ 

A letter from Monterey, dated March 15, 
states that John Pritchett of Dallas, 
Texas, a railroad surveyor, left Durango, 
fearing the insurrectos would attack the 
town. Raymond Bell of Des Moines, Iowa, 
and his wife, after receiving word that 
ranches near their place at Durango were 
being depleted of cattle, departed for the 
border. 

American cattlemen who have come to 
the border report 100,000 head of cattle, 
which had been contracted for by the 
United States from Mexico in April, would 
be prevented by the insurrectos from 
being brought across. 

Mrs. Charles A. Anderson of Chippewa 
Falls, Wis.; Mrs. C. A. Lynch of Bisbee, 
Arizona, and two women of El Paso 
reached here to-day from the war zone.

To-day Robin is expected to tell the 
Grand Jury of the part he says he played 
in approaching other banking institutions 
with offers of large city deposits, pro- 
vided they would grant large loans to the 
so-called Cummins Syndicate, headed by 
William J. Cummins, formerly of Nash- 
ville, Tenn. These alleged visits by Robin 
to other banks and trust companies fol- 
lowed the conference he says took place 
between himself, William J. Cummins, 
Joseph B. Reichmann, and a city official 
late in the Summer of 1910, while Reich- 
mann was President of the Carnegie 
Trust Company and Cummins was Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee.

The discount clerks of sixteen banking 
institutions, together with the books 
showing the dates on which the Cummins 
loans were made, will be examined by the 
Grand Jury early this week.

Why Indictments Are Withheld. 


It was learned vesterday that the Grand 
Jury decided upon the indictment of sev- 
eral officials of the Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany even before Robin appeared before 
that body. and that these indictments are 
being held in abeyance in the expectation 
that one and possibly two of the men 
concerned will decide to seek immunity 
by voluntarily appearing as witnesses. In 
other words, the indictments are being 
held as a bait for certain men in the Di- 


rectorate of the Carnegie Trust to save 
themselves by giving corroborative evi- 
dence to those parts of Robin’s story 
which have to do with other men in- 
volved. One of the men against whom an 
indictment has been agreed upon has al- 
ready been in communication with the 
District Attorney’s office, and is believed 
to be wavering between the desire to save 
himself and the desire to stand by his 
friends.

SISTERS OF CHARITY IN SUIT. 


Their Society In Cincinnati Confesses 
Judgment for $232,015,

CINCINNATI, Ohio, March 19.—Com- 
plying with the decision of Judge Hollis- 
ter of the United States Court in Cincin- 
nati, the Sisters of Charity of Cincinnati 
have offered to compromise the suit 
brought against them by Liston L. Lewis 
of New York in behalf of the Carnegie 
Trust Company of New York, the Western 
Savings Bank and Trust Company of 
Chicago, and the Fidelity Funding Com- 
pany of Philadelphia. In thts suit Mr. 
Lewis claims ne holds notes of the Sisters 
of Charity for $400,000 and mortgages on 
all their property here. The Sisters of 
Charity have said that they will pay him 
$232,015, which they received in the 
Spring of 1907 from the Fidelity Funding 
Company of Philadelphia. They say that 
they owe no more than that amount on 
those notes. 

According to their statement, in 1907 
they went in debt to the Fidelity Com- 
pany for that amount, giving that com- 
pany mortgages on their property, stipu- 
lating that the funding company was not 
to transfer, hypothecate, or make any use 
of the notes until the full amount of the 
total had been delivered to them. It is 
charged by them that: this company, 
which is said to have transferred the 
notes to the Chicago Trust Company, and 
with them the mortgage, failed to keep 
this contract. This company is said to 
have then used the notes as a basis for an 
issue of bonds to the full amount of,$400,- 
000. Later, the bonds passed to thf Car- 
negie Trust Company, which the Sisters

He was born a slave at 
Hale’s Ford, Va., in 1857 or 1858. A few 
years later hig mother moved to Madi- 
son, West Va., along with the other chat- 
tels of the family that owned them.

He was then about 8 years old. He got 
what schooling he could and studied all 
the time he was not working. 

In 1871 he went to Hampton Institute, 
where he arrived with only 50 cents to 
his name. He worked his way through, 
and after a year at Wayland Seminary in 
Washington he went back to Hampton as 
a tercher.* He built up Tuskegee Insti- 
tute from nothing to an institution with 
property valued at $1,000,000. There 1,000 
young negro men and women annually 
re taught how to make the most of their 
ives. 

Dr. Washington had been consulted fre- 
quently by Presidents McKinley and 
Roosevelt. He holds several honorary 
degrees, including that of Master of Arts, 
conferred on him by Harvard in 1906.

City Demands Labels on Pies That 
“Contain Benzoate of Soda. 


Master bakers of the city, and especially 
these who make a specialty of manufac- 
turing pies, are much exercised over three 
cases which are to be brought to-day by 
the Health Department in Special Sessions 
against certain pie makers on account of 
their failure to label those pies which con- 


tain in the fruit fillers a certain amount! 


of preservative. In a large number of 
these fillers one-tenth of 1 per cent. of 
benzoate of soda is used, and the bakers 
contend that this is too small a quantity 
to do any harm to any one, and that they 
will suffer because their customers strong- 
ly object to buying such articles as pies 
or bread on which labels have been placed. 

Dr. Marion J. McMillan, Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Health for the Bronx, said 
yesterday that the prosecutions have been 


undertaken to enforce the municipal ordi- 
nances. 


* There is no proof,” he said, “‘ that con- 
suming a pie containing one-tenth of 1 per 
cent, of benzoate of soda would do harm 
to anybody. Experiments have been made. 
and it seems certain that a man may eat 
every day aS much as four grammes of 
benzoate of soda without ill effects, and 
this is an infinitely greater quantity than 
is ever contained tna pie. But the law 
wants these pies to be labeled in this way, 
and we must see that it is carried out.’”’ 

Strong protests, have been made to the 
Board of Health by the pie bakers, and a 
letter written by E. C. Johnson of the H. 

. Johnson Company of Boston to Com- 
missioner Ernst J. Lederle is printed in 
@ recent number of The Bakers’ Weékly, a 
trade publication. In that he contends 
that lemon, prune, raisin, and mince pies 
must contain preservatives, but apple, 
squash, and custard pies generally do not. 
He declares that the use of the label will 
‘force the bakers to use evaporated instead 
of fresh fruits, and argues that if pies are 
to be disfigured with labels, every oyster 
cocktail, every glass of soda, every piece 
of candy which has been in any way col- 
ored should also have a nice little sticker 
attached, warning its purchaser that ii 
contains some of the benzoate.

RADIATION OF SUN 
VARIES, SAYS ABBOT 


Smithsonian Astronomer Hopes 
to Prove This, and How Earth’s 
Temperature Is Affected. 








FORESEES GREAT DISCOVERY 





important Service to Agriculture and 
Long Distance Weather Forecasts Ex- 
pected from Research in Mexico. 





WASHINGTON, March 19.—As a result 
of the action of Congress at the last ses- 
sion in making a special appropriation of 
$5,000 for the purpose, Dr. C. G. Abbot, 
Director of the Astrophysical Observa- 
tory of the Smithsonian Institution, will 
be able to complete, within the next year, 
an investigation begun in 1905, which is 
expected to prove that the radiation of the 
sun varies and that this variation pro-~- 
duces a corresponding variation in the 
temperature of the earth. While this 
discovery, if made, will have its highest 
value for pure science, it will also be of 
great benefit in its application to agri- 
culture, to long-distance weather fore- 
casts, and other practical purposes. 

To complete the tests which have been 
and still are being made at the observa- 


tcry here in Washington, sea level; at 
Mount Whitney, three miles elevation, 
and at Mount Wilson, one mile elevation, 
Dr. Abbot finds it necessary to establish 
|a station in the cloudless region of South- 
; ern Mexico. Observations then will be 
i} taken at the new station and at Mount 
' Wilson simultaneously, and if the two 
sets of measurements should agree the 
conclusion will be proved.

Still there 
remained.an uncertainty of 5 to 10 per 
cent. in the scale of pyrheliometry, as it 
is called. We have devised several in- 
struments to be used as standards for 
that purpose, and in the last year we 
have made a careful comparison of two 
of our instruments of the most improved 
‘type, and these agreed perfectly in fixing 


ims scale of measurements. 





“ This apparatus is used now as a stan- 
'dard by which to standardize other ap- 
!paratus which has been sent around the 
‘world. We have sent instruments to 

France and Italy and have requests for 
them from Argentina, Peru, and other 
, countries. 
‘‘Our ineasurements at Mount Wilson 
‘have been carried on for several years. 
|The first expedition was in 1905, and we 
{have observed almost daily for six months 
|} of each year from 1905 to 1910, excepting 
lin 1907. In 1810, I was fortunate in hav- 
jing two weeks of good weather on the 
;sumimit of Mount Whitney, which is the 
|hnighest mountain in the United States. 
,1l carried on there complete measurements 
which. were simultaneous with those car- 
ried on at Mount Wilson. We have found 
that the results obtained at Mount Whit- 
ney check and substantiate completely 
the work we were doing at Mount Wil- 
| son. Therefore, having established a 
stundard scale of measurement, and hav- 
ing shown that we get the same results 
at Washington, Mount Wilson, and Mount 
Whitney, we are now able to state the 
value of the solar constant of radiation. 
This vaiue is of an importance equal to 
that of the distance of the sun in as- 
Lronomical work. Our measurements 
show a range of the value of the solar 
radiation outside of our atmosphere of 
about 8 per cent. 

‘‘Now, by taking stations so far apart 
that no local condition in the atmosphere 
can affect them both, we may, actually 








prove whether or not these variations are 


iin the sun or are something that we have 


not eliminated in the atmosphere. If we 
find them in the sun, we shall have raade 














a discovery of the first rank. It is clear 
that if the ~un varies, the temperature 
of the earth must vary correspondingly, 
perhaps not always the same at all sta- 
tions, because the earth is so affected by 
the presence of water and mountains and 
the like that not all stations would be- 
have exactly alike; but yet we will be 
able to find a relation between the radia- 
tion of the sun and the temperature of 
the earth that will be so important to the 
nicteorological service of this country and 
ebroad that undoubtedly this work we are 
doing wili be continued daily at several 
stations over the world if we shall prove 
the variation in the sun.”’ 

The Draper gold medal of the National 
Acadeiny of Sciences was awarded last 
year to Dr. Abbot for his valuable re- 
searches in solar radiation.

It seems to me that the steps} 
taken by President Taft and his Admin- 
istration toward such an agreement are 
most commendable. The time has come 
when all questions should be settled in 
this way, and America is in a position to 
enable her to take the lead in bringing it 
about. If the opportunity occurs I shall 
make further pronouncement on the mat- 
ter 

The Rev. Dr. W. M. Grosvenor, rector 
of the Church of the Incarnation, in 
speaking of the suggested arbitration 
treaty, took the line that nearly all wars 
nowadays are caused by questions of 
commerce, and that there is no reason 
whatever why these should not be settled 
by arbitration.

ment printing office, again figure in the

demption during 1910, bringing the 
on this account up to nearly half a mil- 
lion dollars with no end in sight. 
Gruenenthal, a trusted official, was 
charged with the finishing of the thou- 
sand-mark notes, the highest denonina- 
tion issued by the bank, and through 
some fault in the checking system was 
able : 
notes, which he numbered and put into 
circulation. No estimate of the total ex- 
tent of the fraud can be _ given, 
Gruenenthal sealed his own lips by sui- 
cide, and the counterfeit notes can only 
be detected by the dpulication of the 
serial numbers when the notes are pre- 
sented for redemption. Up to date, 1,878 
of them, representing $469,500. have come 
in, the annual sum presented decreasing 
from $185,000 in 1906, the year following 
the detection of the fraud, to $86,000 in 
1907, $75,400 in 1908, and $64,500 in 1909.

ITALIAN CABINET RESIGNS. 


Ministry Formed a Year Ago Yields 
to Storm Over Election Reform.

ASSOCIATES ARE DISBANDED 











Trouble Began Over the Question of 
the Control of Funds—Anonymous 
Writer Discloses the Row. 





Special to The New York Times. 

HEMPSTEAD, L. I., March ?9.—Failing 
to reach a decision as to who is to handle 
the funds they raise, the Board of As- 
sociates of St. Giles the Cripple, with an 
ali-year home at this place, has dis- 
banded. Since 1902 this body of church 
women, mostly in the Episcopal Diocese 
of Long Island, has worked as a corps of 
assistants in conjunction with the Board 
of Trustees of St. Giles the Cripple, and 
has been responsible in large part for the 
maintenance of the home for the last 
nine years. 

Working with its own present staff of 
officers and Executive Committee the 
Keard, up to the last year, had no intima- 
tion, so it is said by a now ex-associate, 
that its method of proceedure was un- 
satisfactory in any way. It then learned 
that it was the wish of the Board of 
Trustees that there be but one treasurer 
for the handling of St. Giles funds, and, 
failing to come to an agreement, the as- 
sociates, consisting of more than a 
hundred members, formally disbanded at 
@e meeting held on March 14. 

The Board of Trustees of St. Giles is 
composed o2 the Rt. Rev. Frederick Bur- 
gess, Bishop of Long Island, President; 
Francis H. Miller, Secretary; the Rev. 
P. F. Swett, Treasurer; the Rev. Dr. C. 
F. J. Wrigley, David Provost, Arthur 
T. Hewlett, and Dr. Burton Mosher. Dr. 
Moshér is chief of the surgical and medi- 
eal staff of the home. 

The Board of Associates was composed 
of Mrs. D. Provost, President; Mrs. 
Thomas D. Walker, Miss Jessie Ridley, 
Mrs. l.. G. Baldwin, Vice Presidents; Mrs. 
J. H. Carll, Secretary, and Miss E. Busch, 
Treasurer. There was also an Executive 
Committee. 

An ancnymous communication printed 
in a Hempstead newspaper last Thursday 
was the first public intimation that the 
associates had gone out of existence. 
When asked about this, Mrs. Provost, its 
former President, said: 

“The anonymous letter is quite correct. 
The Associates of St. Giles the Cripple 
have disbanded. The communication in 
question tells the whole story.” 

The letter in part said: 

Up to a year ago the associates had the 

undisputed use of the money they raised, 
and were unanimous in following out any 
requests made by the Board of Trustees 
to their utmost ability. Not satisfied with 
this, the Trustees passed a resolution that 
ths associates should turn over all their 
money to the Trustees, with the exception 
of annual dues. The Bishop put this reso- 
lution in the form of an amendment, and 
at his request the associates ‘voted upon it 
-on June 1, 1910. It was voted down. 
This statement is also corroborated by 
the eighth annual report of the Secretary, 
Mrs. Carll, in which she. adds that the 
vote stood 31 to 4 against the amendment, 
_Mrs. Provost said it was like a bolt 
from the clear sky, when on the second 
Tuesday in March, 1910, the associates re- 
ceived a letter from Bishop Burgess ex- 
pressing dissatisfaction with them and 
asking for a conference. They were to 
have a meeting the next day and asked 
him to be there, but Mrs. Provost says 
he replied that the notice was too brief. 
It was settled by a committee from the 
associates going to the Bishop at Garden 
City on March 19, 1910. It was at this 
time that Miss May Martin was asked to 
present the amendment that all funds 
except the annual dues be turned over to 
the Board of Trustees. 

Following this move Mrs. Provost 
further said that a committee of the 
Trustees was appointed to meet a com- 
mittee of the associates, the latter con- 
sisting of Mrs. L. G. Baldwin, Miss 
Childs, and Mrs. Provost. The committee 
representing the Trustees consisted of 
Mr. Hewlett, Archdeacon Wrigley, and 
Dr. Mosher. At this meeting in the latter 
part of June, three suggestions were of- 
fered by the Trustees’ representatives 
that the monthly report of the associates 
be placed in the hands of the Trustees, 
that in the event of building permission 
be first asked from the Trustees, and 
when the time for pyament was at hand 
that the bill be directed to the Trustees’ 
Treasurer. 

The associates assented to these sug- 
gestions, save that they still protested 
against turning all the money they had 
earned into the Trustees’ treasury, though 
at the same time indicating their willing- 
ness to meet any demands made upon 
them by the Trustees for funds. On re- 
ceiving no word as to the result of the 
report of the Trustees’ committee to its 
board, ‘hree letters were sent asking 
what the result had been. According to 
the associates, no definite answer was 
forthcoming. 

‘“‘Then,’’ said Mrs. Provost, ‘‘as they 
did not support their own action, we-felt 
we remained exactly where we were be- 
fore the meeting was held.’”’ Another meet- 
ing followed in which both sides were 
unable to get together, Mrs. Provost said, 
and discouraged with the series of events 
her toard decided to go out of existence 
March 14. The few hundred dollars left 
in the treasury, it was learned, was voted 
to be put in the ‘“ Brace Fund,’’ which 
the women kept for the purchase of 
wooden legs, braces, and other necessities 
of the kind for the cripples. 


DR. AKED GOES APRIL 10. 


Will Preach the Easter Sermon In His 
New San Francisco Church. 


The Rev. Dr. Charles F. Aked preached 
Yesterday morning at the Fifth Avenue 
Baptist Church to a congregation that 
filled every part of the edifice, even to 
the lecture room, where it was very dif- 
ficult to hear what he said. Numbers of 
men and women stood at the back of the 
church on the ground floor and also in 
the balcony, while abcut 300 went away 
unable to get inside the doors. 

The calendar for the week, which was 
placed in all the pews,, contained a re- 
print of Dr Aked’s resignation address, 
which was read to the congregation on 
Sunday,: March 12, and the resolutions 
adopted by the committee at the meeting 
last Wednesday accepting it. John D.

The stable {s weatherproof, has com- 
fortable stalls, and veterinary surgeons 
may be consulted for a nominal sum. The 
society will maintain also rest farms for 
broken-down horses. At present it has 
at its disposal at Huntington and Hemp- 
stead, L. I., farms where horses may be 
sent. 

The society has membership of more 
than 300.

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A GLANCE BACKWARD. 

The services of Mr. CLEVELAND to the 
country in maintaining the honor of the 
Government and the absolute sound- 
ness of its money issues were recalled 
by his former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, Mr. CHaruys 8S. FAIRCHILD, at the 
memorial meeting on Saturday. Itisa 
! chapter in our history to which it is 
Well that public attention shall often 
be directed, for it records some of the 
strangest and strongest popular delu- 
sions met by the most unselfish and 
heroic loyalty of public servants known 
to our times. And if at the present day 
we are, as a people, wealthy, powerful, 
progressive, and fairly secure of the 
future, it is due to these resolute and 
devoted men, under the leadership of 
Mr. CLEVELAND. 

Two perils confronted Mr. CLEVELAND 
on his accession to the Presidency in 
1885. There was a large issue of legal- 
tender Government notes outstanding 
payable, by law, in specie on demand, 
with an inadequate gold reserve to meet 
them. And, under the Sherman Silver 
act, there was coined and issued @ 
steady stream of legal-tender silver 
dollars, exchangeable for silver certifi- 
eates, the bullion coined being paid for 
in such certificates. It was the supreme 
task of the Government to keep the 
Government notes, the certificates, and 
the silver dollars at all times exchange- 
able at par in gold, for the moment .t 
failed to do this the extended currency 
issues would slip from the gold basis, 
and the country would again be cast 
upon the treacherous floods of depreci- 
ated money. As silver obstinately de- 
clined in value, the dollars and the cer- 
tificates were paid into the Treasury 
and the gold was drawn out. Every 
“puccessive month the burden became 
heavier and the strength to carry it 
was lessened. 

-Mr. FAIRCHILD, who succeeded Mr. 
MANNING in the Treasury, earnestly 
urged on Congress a measure that 
would have safeguarded the interests 
of the business community and the in- 
tegrity of the Government absolutely. 
He proposed that the purchase of silver 
and the coinage of dollars, with the 
consequent issue of certificates, should 
be suspended whenever silver or silver 
certificates ceased to circulate in trade 
and began seriously to accumulate in 
the Treasury. This policy would have 
acted like an automatic cut-off, and 
the.certain growth of trade and pro- 
duction would in the long run have ab- 
sorbed the outstanding issues, and, pos- 
sipbly, have justified further issues. In 
this policy he was heartily sustained by 
a large element in the banking and 
business circles of the country, and by 
President CLEVELAND. But Congress, 
partly on account of the strength of the 
inflation sentiment, but chiefly on ac- 
count of the deal made by the Repub- 
Iicean protectionists with the silver men 
to save the tariff, would have none of 
it. The rising flood of silver in the 
Treasury and the drain of gold were 
allowed to go on unchecked until in 
1893 the inevitable crash came. Piven 
then it was only by the stern determi- 
nation of Mr. CLEveLaNnp and his cour- 
a@geous use of extraordinary powers 
that the Treasury was saved from 
naked repudiation and the repeal of the 
Silver Purchase act was achieved. It is 
the irony of fate that the noble states- 
man and patriot who performed this 
priceless service was denounced, for 
purely partisan motives, as responsible 
for the disaster from which he saved 
the country, so fair a man as President 
Tart having within the past four years 
given currency to that wicked calumny. 
But the tribute of honor and gratitude 
paid to Mr. CLEVELAND’s memory in 
these days is in no way more deserved 
than by his firm, skillful, and splend!a 
service to the National] honor and inter- 
ést in this matter. 
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TURN ON THE LIGHT. 
“When the House of Representatives 
last year sent to the Senate the bill 
providing for publicity in campaign ex- 
penses it included a clause requiring 
reports to be made before the elections. 
The. Senate struck this out and insist- 
ed on reports only after ‘the elections. 
An amendment will be introduced by 
Mr. McCart of Massachusetts imme-

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can be carried. It is extremely desira- 
ble that it should be, and time may 
well be taken even in the extra session 
to accomplish it. 

The fact is that practically publicity 
after elections does not prove to be 
worth very much; certainly it does not 
and can not have anything like the ef- 
fect that could be got from publicity 
before election. When a political fight 
is over and the result is known, the in- 
evitable tendency of the public mind is 
to drop the subject and turn to more 
pressing matters. It may be a ten- 
dency that more or less interferes 
with the intelligent management of our 
public affairs, but it is human nature. 
It is alleged, as a reason against the 
publication of campaign expenses at 
the very close of a campaign, that it 
would deter some men from making 
contributions. Obviously it would deter 
only those who have some reason to be 
ashamed of their gifts and it is best 
for all concerned that these should be 
held in check as much as possible. 
Money to influence public affairs should 
be publicly given, and no right-minded 
subscriber for such purposes could ob- 
ject. Moreover, it is well known that 
political subscriptions have in the past 
been extorted by a process very like 
blackmail, that is, by threats as to what 
would happen if they were not forth- 
coming. Now the essence of blackmail 
is secrecy, and publicity after elections 
promotes a certain degree of secrecy. 
Publicity before elections practically 
does away with it. It turns on the 
light when the public have their eyes 
open and are watching. We trust the 
amendment will be carried as promptly 
as possible after the 4th of April. 
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RECRUIT THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

Under the laws of the United States 
every able-bodied citizen who is more 
than 18 and less than 45 years of age 
is a member of the militia of the State 
in which he dwells. The militia of all 
the States is divided into two classes, 
the organized National Guard and the 
uhorganized reserve. Thus the National 
Guard of New York comprises 994 com- 
missioned officers and 15,295 enlisted 
men, when the regiments are filled, 
while the reserve, under the law, is 
about 1,500,000. That the National 
Guard regiments of this State are gen- 
erally short of membership is well 
known. It does not seem that the rea- 
sons for this deficiency lately put forth, 
such as the growth of the peace move- 
ment and the exactions of social and 
commercial life, should be accepted as 
reasons for permitting the deficiency 
to continue. 








The National Guard regiments are not 
primarily social clubs, which are to be 
neglected now because membership in 
one of them does not increase the 50- 
cial importance of a young man as it 
used to in a simpler era, but are or- 
ganizations needed for the welfare of 
the State. No good can come from ob- 
fécting to any of the real or imaginary 
causes for the seeming disinclination 
of young men to do military duty. The 
peace advocates will continue to talk 
and work in behalf of universal peace, 


among the unthinking to make fun of 
citizen soldiers it surely cannot be 
checked either by private rebuke or by 
law. ‘The National Guard regiments 
must be recruited from the unorgan- 
ized reserve, and we do not doubt that 
the recruiting can be done, if the offi- 
cers of the regiments take up the work 
zealously. Conscription is quite out of 
the question, of course, so far as the 
National Guard is concerned, but con- 
scription is not necessary, as every 
able-bodied male citizen is of thé mili- 
tia in his State, not theoretically, but 
actually. 

Much has been done in recent years 
to increase the efficiency of the citi- 
zen soldiers, with Summer camps and 
manoeuvres in association with regu- 
lars. Perhaps the hard soldiering thus 
enforced has deterred many young men 
from enlisting. But their objections 
could be overcome if the actual needs 
of the service were made known to the 
public more clearly. It seems that Gov. 
Drx might well take this matter in 
hand, and, if necessary, call upon young 
men to enlist In the service of their 
State. Patriotic feeling is not dead, by 
any means, though in an era of pro- 
longed. peace it may seem to slumber. 
The importance of the militia of the 
States to the welfare of the whole Na- 
tion is not to be underestimated. 





BANK LOANS IN THIS CITY. 

The fact has passed without remark 
that the National banks of this city 
have reported an increase of loans by 
$107,554,000 under the call for their 
condition on March 7. It is less sur- 
prising that their cash increased by 
$57,759,600 and their deposits by $131,- 
881,000. Trade hag been quiet, as the 
smaller bank clearings attest, and this 
is the season when cash returns here 
from the country. But why should 
there be so considerable an increase. of 
loans at a time when there is no special 
eall for banking accommodation? The 
inquiry is all the more interesting from 
the fact that the tendency remarked is 
quite general in the cities, and less so 
in the country. ‘The increase in loans 
in Boston is $15,000,000, in St. Louis 
$6,000,000, and so on. The facts regard- 
ing the country will come later, it being 
only possible to say at present the re- 
turns are spotted, and that In not a few 
cases the reserves'are not growing.

tive purposes. Speculation in either 
securities or commodities is as small as 
is consistent with a minimum of current 
business, and is on a declining scale. 
Liquidation of that sort yields less than 
the sellers have been expecting, but 
their bills payable are not the less on 
that account. Finding their income 
smallér than anticipated, the gap must 
be filled somehow, and a bank loan is 
the natural recourse. This is as true of 
large business as of small, and is much 
more conspicuous. Only a small part 
of the railway and corporation borrow- 
ing now proceeding is for fresh work, 
the tendency being to reduce commit- 
ments rather than to undertake new 
construction. The railways which had 
hoped to meet their obligations by some 
increase of income through advancing 
their rates have been disappointed, and 
are borrowing to retire their obligations 
which are falling due. Some of these 
operations have been reported, and 
others, no doubt, are being carried out 
or prepared for through bankers who 
are finding their means in the bank 
loans. 

The exchange of one promissory note 
for another, plus a banker’s commis- 
sion, is not a stimulating process. The 
money cannot be spent again because it 
must be borrowed again, and the re- 
sources for future payment are not in- 
creasing. For January, railway gross 
earnings increased $4,982,454, but net 
decreased $2,333,839. The railways are 
working harder and earning less. If 
this is to be reversed it will be neces- 
sary to apply the same formula to the 
railway help, and, indeed, to wage earn- 
ers in general. It is to be hoped that 
they may find their recompense in the 
decreasing cost of living. At present 
the chief comfort in the situation is the 
very full figures of the traffic moving, 
which have been exceeded but once.

POLICE PROTECTION NEEDED. 

Obviously the West Side Taxpayers’ 
Association did not appoint a commit- 
tee to express to Police Commissioner 
Cropsby its alarm over the lawlessness 
that exists west of Broadway, between 
Thirty-seventh and Fifty-ninth Streets, 
in order to ‘boom ”’ real estate in that 
neighborhood, or for any commercial 
or pecuniary reason whatever. The 
object of the appeal to the Police De- 
partment was because of the danger to 
pedestrians and householders in the dis- 
trict with which this taxpayers’ asso- 
ciation is concerned. 

Not only in that district, but all over 
the city, the honest, law-abiding people 
are alarmed by the increase of robbery 
and crimes of violence. Commissioner 
CROPSHY must make up his mind to re- 
ceive the complaints of well-meaning 
citizens tolerantly. He must find a 
way, too, to give better police protec- 
tion to many neighborhoods, New York, 
undoubtedly, needs more policemen, and 
its citizens need, also, all the protection 
that special policemen afford, wherever 
institutions or private citizens are will- 
ing and able to pay for the services of 
special policemen. 
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HENRY BERGH’S SOCIETY. 

The Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals has been such a 
power for good in this community, since 
it was established more than 40 years 
ago, that some of its recent vagaries 
may be amiably ignored. For some 
years past, however, its proceedings 
seem to have been marred by interna! 
bickerings and unwise management. 
In view of its beneficent influence in 
this city every citizen must feel a per- 
sonal interest in the effort now making 
to ‘restore the equilibrium within the 
society. 

It needs an able exet¢utive head, and 
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the foibles of some of its members need 
to be checked. It has done much to 
prevent cruel treatment of dumb beasts, 
to relieve their sufferings and provide 
for their comfort, but its invasion of the 
field of biological research, the work in 
which is essential to the improvement 
of the human race, seems to be apart 
from its well-defined programme. To-

PITTSBURG’S SCHOOLS AND OURS. 

‘Physician, heal thyself” is the text 
which Pittsburg preaches to New York. 
Pittsburg is tired of being “ surveyed,” 
The Gazette-Times of that benighted 
city suggests that the investigators, 
whose bread and butter are provided 
by the Sage Foundation, might “let 
up” a little in that vicinity, ana turn 
its attention to the plight of the pupils 
in this city’s public schools. 

Here are 2,490 classes, registering 
fifty-one to sixty pupils each, and 
ninety more classes of more than sixty 
pupils each—one-third of all the chil- 
dren in our schools—crowded into 
rooms the breathing space in which 
was intended to supply oxygen for not 
more than forty; that is, 194,000 pupils 
are breathing vitiated“air. Then there 
are the 52,000 more on part time. Such 
conditions of exclusion and of ill-ven- 
tilation horrify Pittsburg, which pro- 
vides seats and pure alr for each of its 
school children.

Of the critics, professional and others, 
who had inspected them, none seems to 
have found them unworthy of inclusion 
among INNEss’s work, and not a few 
had ranked them above pictures of his, 
the genuineness of which has not beea 
questioned. In other words, what differ- 
ence does it make who painted them— 
what difference, that is, from the point 
of view of anybody who looks at them as 
works of art and not as articles of mer- 
chandise? : 

Beyond doubt, a picture by Inness 
will bring a higher price than one equally 
g00od by an unknown artist, but that it 
should do so might be taken as indicat- 
ing that many, perhaps a majority, of 
picture buyers buy signatures rather than 
pictures, and have pathetically—or amus- 
ingly—littie confidence in their own judg- 
ment. 

The same condition exists in other do- 
mains of art, and to some extent even 
in literature, but the man who buys a 
book simply because it was written by a 
noted author, feels himself under little 
or no obligation to pretend that he likes 
it if he doesn’t. On the contrary, he bold- 
ly says that the great man !{s deteriorat- 
ing, and throws the book away. On the 
other hand, if he likes a book by an un- 
known author, he says so and advises all 
his friends to read it. Certainly he doesn’t 
destroy it. 








Signatures

Sir ALMOTH ~WRIGHT 
is an eminent English 
doctor—so eminent that 
one cannot help doubt- 
ing the complete accu- 
racy of the cabled report of a lecture 
of his in which he is quoted as gravely 
warning all and sundry against too fre- 
quent and too vigorous bathing. 

As a large majority of the world’s in- 
habitants do not bathe at all, and a ma- 
jority of the remainder only at well- 
spaced intervals, and then with what may 
be called caution, the danger which Sir 
ALMOTH seems to have had in mind—that 
of wearing off the skin’s outer layer and 
so facilitating the entrance of pathogenic 
germs—is not one ofthe kind that affects 
the fate of nations. Perhaps all he said 
was that it is possible to bathe too often, 
and that the relation between bathing and 
health is not quite so close as the more 
enthusiastic advocates of the new inven- 
tion believe and preach. 

For bathing, except as a luxury among 
degenerating peoples, is largely a thing 
of the very recent past, and none of us 
has to go back at all far to reach ances- 
tors who counted themselves, and were, 
remarkably clean folk if they washed all 
over once a week. Their death rate was 
higher than is that of those who now do 
not deem the weekly bath enough, but it 
would be hard to prove that the excess 
was due to this particular difference and 
not to a general ignorance of the cause 
and prevention of disease, 

In the animal world, baths, when taken 
at all, are usually, if not invariably, with 
some other object than that of cleansing 
the skin or its covering of fur or feathers. 
Yet animals that never or rarely bathe 
are as healthy—and as clean, for that 
matter—as are the beasts and birds that 
seek the water frequently or live in it all 
the time.

The second plan, which Y would respectfully 
propose as worthy of consideration, is as fol- 
lows: 

Let us ask our Brooklyn educational teaders 
to request Columbla University to co-operate 
with us in establishing a Brooklyn extension, 
with suftable grounds and with buildings for 
class rooms, laborat6fles, gymnasium, &c, 
The Faculty of Columbia, which is one of the 
best in the world, and which we could never 
equal in a local institution, could be sent 
over here to duplicate certain courses in the 
arts and aciences, and the advance work could 
be done in the splendidly equipped physical 
laboratories and class rooms now in use in 
Columbla. <A slight increase in the already 
large force at the university would make it 
possible to work out such a scheme which, in 
my present opinion, would be far better for 
Brooklyn than the establishment of an inde- 
pendent college here, which could never hope 
to equal Columbia in efficiency or complete- 
ness. If Brooklyn can have the best, why 
plan for or accept a second best? 

The @third plan which occurs to me seems 
better than the first, but not so good as the 
second, — 

It might be possible to establish a Brooklyn 
College on the grounds of Columbia Univer- 
sity, where Brooklyn students could live in 
commons, and where day students from Brook- 
lyn could get their meals ff they desired to do 
so. Such a building could be paid for by 
Brooklyn capital, and sufficiently endowed to 
bring the magnificent equipment of Columbia 
within the reach of any Brooklyn boy or girl 
who could pay the rates at a local college. 
Either of these plans could be so worked out as 
to bring a Columbia degree and diploma within 
the reach of Brooklyn boys and girls at a 
per capita cost no greater than is now re- 
quired to attend a Brooklyn college. We 
already have a great deal of Brooklyn capital 
invested tn Columbia, and any more money the 
Brooklyn public has ‘to invest in higher educa- 
tion may possibly be spent with more profit

There 
are anti-narcotic laws in force in nearly every 
State in the Union, and these laws have in 
every instance, or in nearly every instance, 
originated with the pharmacists themselves. 
There has been an average decrease in the {m- 
portation of opium for the past ten years of 
20,000 pounds annually, a decrease which, 4ao- 
cording to Dr. la F. Kebler, Chief of the Drug 
Division of the Bureau of Chemistry of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, Is 


attributable largely to anti-narcotic legislation, 
and this. as before stated, was originated by 
pharmacists and énacted in accordance with 
their request.

286,000 Men Communicants Not 
at Services In Manhattan 
Yesterday Morning. 





HOW THE COUNT !S MADE 





Observers Found Officers Inclined te 
Overestimate the Congregations— 
Protestants Make Better Showing, 





In weather and in period of tha year 
yesterday morning was a normal one for 
Christian churches. Yet 531,100 com- 
municant members of Christian churches 
on Manhattan Island did not attend wor- 
ship yesterday morning. Of these 286,000 
were men. Of the absent members 453,800 
were Roman Catholics and 77,300 Prot- 
estants. Of the absent men 250,600 were 
Roman Catholics and 85,300 ‘Protestants. 
However, the Catholic churches have 650,- 
400 members and Protestant churches 151,- 
000 


For several years the Church News As- 
sociation, a news bureau limiting itself to 
church and missionary news, has counted 
attendance at all Manhattan churches on 
given Sundays and made public the fig- 
ures. On two years it counted attendance 
for three successive Sundays and aver- 
aged the results. It found, however, that 
the figures were almost exactly the same, 
and that the three-Sunday verification 
had little value. It found also that count- 
ing certain test churches told the same 
story as counting all. 

Yesterday the association’s men counted 
attendance in tctal and also of men in 


these test churches, where there were no 
special preachers or musical services t@ 
attract unusual crowds. 

The large number of Roman Catholics 
who apparently did not attend public wore 
ship yesterday forenoon include, of course 
infants and sick persons, but the list ig 
swelled by the large number of absent 
men. The Protestant membership, on the 
other hand, is usually adult. When church) 
officers were asked yesterday to say how 
many persons were in the church they al- 
most. always put the number at 20 to 4 
per cent. higher than the number actuall 
present. The association conferred wi 
church officers, but made its own counts, 

St. Stephen’s Romanrn Catholic Church, 
Twenty-eighth Street, near Third Avenue, 
has 9,000 communicants. At the early 
masses yesterday there were 1,000 per-, 
sons. At the later ones, including the lt 
o’clock: mass, which 800 attended, there 
were 3,300. An actual count showed one 
in four, or 25 per cent., men. 

St. Bartholomew’s Wpiscopal Church, 
Madison Avenug and Forty-fourth Street 
was the only Protestant church counted 
where people were standing because there 
were no seats, and it had the largest pro- 
portion of men of all of sixteen churches 
Save one that were counted in the Fifth 
Avenue district. In a church seating 1,000: 
it had 1,080, and 45 in 100 were men. The 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church, to 
which is coming. a famous English 
preacher, reports 2,200 members. At 
11:10 yesterday morning there were 480 
persons in the large auditorium. § St. 
Thomas’s Church, where the rector was 
absent, had 820, out of a membership of 
2,200, and 25 in 100 were men. The 
Broadway Tabernacle was the only 
church found yesterday where the men 
outnumbered the women. 

A man well informed on church condl-« 
tions in New York said yesterday: 

“The churches of Manhattan, all of 
them, grow slowly in numbers of mem- 
bers and in money gifts. They are not 
failing. Most of them are in good condi- 
tion, spiritually and otherwise. Unortho- 
doxy is not troubling them. But attend- 
ance upon public religious. worship stand 
about where it did five or ten years ago, 
in proportion of numbers of members. 
There are the same number of strangers, 
and they are of course included in statis- 
tics of attendance. Membership lists are 
rather more carefully kept than formerly. 

‘‘“There is, so far as I can ses, ons 
change, and it is for the better. It is that 
more and more people are working at 
their religion. More and more are at- 
tending week-day services, or early serv- 
ices in Catholic and Protestant churches 
rather than the old and staid 11 o’clock 
service, and then going out into actual 
personal work. I am not making out a 
case. I know this to be true, and I say 
that, to a degree not obtaining formerly 
church attendance is not an unfailing test 
of religious growth or lack of it: 

‘‘ Finally, the tendency is ‘toward the 
small church. In the contention in the 
Fifth Avenue Baptist Church the Trust- 
ees rather than the pastor are in line 
with modern ideas, with economic princi- 
ples, when they stand out against a big 
auditorium.’”’ 


A VICIOUS LABOR BILL.

Agreements or contracts between persons 
to do or not to do any act in contempla- 
tion or furtherance of any trade dispute 
between employers and employes in the 
State shall not be deemed criminal, and 
shall not be punished as @ conspiracy un- 
less such acts would be criminal if com- 
mitted by one person.

Garden of Allah” Will Open 
. the House Next Season. 








MME. SIMONE TO FOLLOW 





In English Version of a Rostand Play 
~—Duse In Repertoire and Bessie 
Abott In Opera Comique. 





The founders of The New Theatre and 
George C. Tyler, managing director of 
Liebler & Co., announced yesterday that 
negotiations for the leasing of The New 
Fheatre building, in Central Park West, 
have been completed and that. Mr. Tyler 
will have control of the house next sea- 
son. The amount of rent to be paid was 
not announced. It was said last week, 
howover, that other managers who had 
considered taking the house had been 
asked to pay $75,000 a year and a per- 
centage of the gross receipts of the per- 
formances given there. This could not be 
confirmed. 

Mr. Tyler takes The New Theatre with 
the understanding that he will make pro- 
ductions of a character and scale suited 
to the auditorium of that house. No 
play that requires a small theatre for its 
best interpretation will be attempted 
there, but only those productions which 
call for large scenic effects and plenty 
of stage room will be given. The name 
of the theatre will be ch&fnged, so that 
the present name, The New Theatre, may 
be transferred to the new structure. 

The first production of the season will 
be “The Garden of Allah,” a dramatiza- 
tion of the novel of the same name by 
Robert Hichins. This will require every 
available foot of stage space for its 
spectacular features. The first scene in 
the drama will show the exterior of the 
hotel in Beni-Mora, the second will be 
Count Anteoni’s famous garden, the third 
will shoW the desert, and the last act, in 
two scenes, will be the exterior of the 
monastery at Tunis and the Count’s gar- 


den again. 


Other plans announced by Mr. Tyler in- 
clude the appearance at The New Thea- 


tre of Mme. Simone, the famous French 
actress, who was formerly Known 4s 
Mme. Le Bargy. She is to make a tour 
of the United States, and then appear 
here in ‘‘ The Lady of Dreams,’”’ an Ensg- 
lish version of Rostand’s ‘*‘ La Princesse 
Lointaine.’’ The English version will be 
by Louis N. Parker. Another project in 
mind is a season of four weeks for Elea- 
nora Duse in a répertoire of her principal 
plays. Bessie Abott in a season of opera 
comique is another part of Mr. Tyler's 
plans, 

Mr. Tyler, accompanied by Hugh Ford, 
general stage director for Liebler & Co., 
and Edward Morange, the scenic artist, 
will sail on the Oceanic next Wed@mesday 
to meet Robert Hichins at Biskara and 
go over the territory described in ‘‘ The 
Garden of Allah.’’ 

In the formal statement from the found- 
ers of The New Theatre it was said that 
“while Mr. Tyler will not be able to con- 
tinue the system of ‘subscription per- 
formances which has hitherto prevailed, 
he will endeavor to provide for the former 
subscribers who have so loyally supported 
The New Theatre. 

‘‘In making this announcement for'’the 
coming year the founders reiterate their 
belief that eventually The New Theatre 
building, On Central Park West, will 
become an opera house which will bear 
a relatfon to opera in New York similar 
to, that which*the Opera Comique bears 
to opera in Paris. In other words, it will 
be the home for the production of operas 
that require for their most effective 
presentation a smaller auditorium than

| MME.LAURENCE FIEDLER DIES 


Had Devoted Her Life to Fighting Tu- 
berculosis and Improving Conditions. 


Mme. Laurence Fiedler, 47 years old, 
known for her efforts to stamp out tu- 
berculosis and the social misery, which 
she believed to be its cause, died yester- 
day in the Hotel Wellington in this city. 
She'had been ill only a short time. 

Mme. Fiedler first came to this country 
in 1907 with a‘special commission from 
the French Government to investigate the 
work that had been done here to eradicate 
tuberculosis and to attend the conference 
held that year in Washington. She was 
the founder of the Society of Champros- 
ary for Rural Curés, a sanitarium with 
agricultural household schools for the ill 
children of Paris. She was an active 
member of the benevolent anti-tuberculo- 
sis work of Villepinte, and of societies 
for children, young girls, and women of 
France, and labored to develop and extend 
the Red Cross work of that country. 
These many services, covering a period of 
years, were recognized by the Academy 
of Medicine of France, which congratu- 
lated her officially on her work. 

Her work in New York bore fruit in 
the equipment by the city of an old 
ferryboat as a day sanitarium for con- 
—— a@ cheap yet efficient enter- 
prise. 

Mme. Fielder’s work in Burope had 
long been known'in America, and -her re- 
ception here was most cordial. President 
Roosevelt invited her to the White House 
soon after her arrival, and discussed the 
situation for nearly an hour, expressing 
his sympathy with her work. She was in- 
vited also to deliver a course of lectures 
at Columbia University on social ques- 
tions in France. 

Mme. Fiedler found among other things 
that money was being spent more liberal- 
ly here in fighting the white plague than 
in Europe, he returned to New York a 
few months ago in the interest of the 
Franco-American Society, an organiza- 
tion formed in Paris to pring about closer 
commercial relations betweén France and 
‘the United States, and was organizing 
‘branch societies and committees in this 
country. Recently she had incorporated 
in this State a company for the publica- 
tion of information tending to extend the 
operations of French exporters and im- 
porters. 

Mme. Fiedler had been decorated by 
the French Government for her work in 
- general field of economics and soci- 
ology. 


ERNEST CROFTS, R. A., DIES. 


Well-Known British Historical Palnter 
Was Keeper of Royal Academy. 


LONDON, March 19.—Ernest Crofts, R, 
A., the well-known painter and Keeper of 
the Royal Academy, died to-day. 








| 
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Ernest Crofts was born in Yorkshire 
Sept. 15, 1847, and studied art in London 


and Dtsseldorf. He took up historical 
pees and his first picture was ex- 
ibited in the Royal Academy in 1874, its 
subject being ‘‘A Retreat: An Episode 
of the German-French War.”’ He was 
elected an associate of the Royal 
Academy im 1874, but was not made an 
Academician till 1896. Some of his best 
known works were ‘“‘ Napoleon at Ligny,’’ 
‘“Wellington’s March from Quatre Bras 
to Waterloo,”’ ‘‘ Napoleon Leaving 
Moscow,”’ ‘‘ The Capture of a French 
Battery by the Fifty-second Regiment at 
Waterloo,’’ ‘‘ Oliver Cromwell at Marston 
Moor,” ‘** Roundheads Victorious,’’ and 
‘* George II. at Dettingen.”’ 

Mr. Crofts was selected as one of the 


history of the city of London in the yal 
Exchange, and was assigned the subject, 
‘Queen Elizabeth Opening the _ First 
Royal Exchange.’ For many years he 
occupied the important office of Keeper 
of the Royal Academy.

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TICKET SPECULATORS 
TO FIGHT LAW TO-DAY 


Choose John Lang to be Arrested 
and to Test Constitutionality 
of New City Ordinance. 








FOR A TIMES SQUARE STAND 





Suggestion That the City Assign the 
Speculators Street Space in the 


Theatrical Centre. 





Ninety members of the New York Ticket 
Speculators’ Association met yesterday 
afternoon at Lyric Hall, in Sixth Ave- 
nue, near Forty-second Street, and voted 
to make a test in the courts of the law 
which goes into effect to-day and pro- 
hibits them from selling tickets on the 
sidewalks in front of the theatres. It 
was decided to carry the fight to the Ap- 
pellate Division, if necessary, to test the 
constitutionality of the law and, it is said, 
a fund ef $5,000 has already been raised 
to carry on the litigation. 

John Lang, fifty years old, who for fif- 
teen yvears has sold tickets in front of 
the Metropolitan Opera House, consented 
to be the “ victim.” He will take up his 
stand as usual at 8 o’clock to-night, of- 
fer his tickets for sale, and wait for a 
policeman to come along and put him un- 
der arrest. Members of the association 
will be on hand to give bail, and when 
the case comes up im court the fight will 
be on. 

George Duncan, President of the asso- 
clation, who has beeen selling tickets in 
front of the Hippodrome, presided at the 
meeting, and defended the association’s 
stand. There was no reason, he held, 
why che speculators should not be per- 
mitted to operate as well as the Curb 
brokers. The association wanted to be 


regulated by law, and its members weré 
ready and willing to pay an annual license 
fee of as high as $& Such a fee, he 
said, would effectively shut out the 
‘‘rats,’’ as the speculators who work on 
wu Sinall scale were termed, and would do 
away with complaints about patrons of 
the various theatres being ‘‘ held up” and 
insulted. It was also suggested that the 
speculators be compelled by law to supply 
a bond of $2,000, and that if any specula- 
tor is twice found guilty of insulting the- 
atregoers, his license be revoked by the 
Mavor. The association is also willing 
to have a law passed that no speculator 
be licensed unless he has lived for one 
year in the State and is a registered voter. 

The question of having a place roped off 
in front of or near the theatres where 
speculators could take up their stand was 
also discussed, and met with the approval 
of the association. Another suggestion 
vas that the @itv designate a space of 
one kundred feet .or more in Times 


Square, the theatrical centre of the city, % 


for the speculators. 

“If this plan could be carried out,” 
said President Duncan, ‘‘and we were 
assigned to a stand like the taxicab men, 
those wh6é want tickets for any theatre 
and are unable to obtain them at the box 
offices would know where to go for 
them.’’ 

Much bitterress was shown atthe meet- 
ing against the small speculators, who, 
the members of the association declare, 
are responsible for practically all of the 
complaints that have reached the Alder- 
men and other city officials. These 
speculators could not survive a high li- 
cense and the other restrictions suggeste 
by the association, it was argued. To 
show that it was acting in good faith the

pelled six of its members who had been 
charged with insulting theatregoers,

Boston and Saratoga each received 
four and Buffalo two votes. In fhe sub- 
sequent attempts at a decision ‘the ad- 
rerents for Buffalo shifted their allegi- 
ance, the other candidates each getting 
one of the votes, which left the matter 
still in abeyance, as five votes apiece was 
the result of the next four tallies.

Gen. Wood Seeks Information on 
Jockey Club’s Breeding

The United States Government has de- 
cided that thoroughbred horse stock is 


what is necessary for its equipment of 
the service wherever horses are needed. 

In response to a request of Gen. Wood, 
who, with other officers of the military 
service, is making every effort to intro- 
duce thoroughbred blood into the army, 
Algernon Daingerfield, assistant secre- 
tary of The Jockey Club, has furnished 
the War Department with a complete his- 
tory of the organization of The Jeckey 
Club’s Breeding Bureau in 1906 and its 
work since that year. 

Gen. Wood and his helpers in the task 
of improving the efficiency of the ser- 
vice have tried horses of all types for 
eavalry and artillery remounts, whether 
for officers or men, and they have de- 
cided that thoroughbred blood is the blood 
they want most. 

It is significant that with the request 
for information as to the qualtiy and 
breeding of the thoroughbred stallions the 
Breeding Bureau of The Jockey Club has 
placed since 1906 the War Department 
asks for the addresses of the New York 
farmers with whom they have been 
placed. 

Not the least interesting feature of 
Mr. Daingerfield’s report to Gen. Wood 
is that part of it which gives the present 
domiciles of the thirty-one stallions The 
Jockey Club has in service this Spring. 





These horses were great horses of yes- 
terday. 

Sixty-seven stallions have been accepted 
by the Breeding Bureau since 1907. Sev- 
eral have since died and others, not prov- 
ing sure ‘foal getters or developing un- 
soundness of body or eccentricity of tem- 
per, were either returned to the donors 
or gelded and sold. 

The breeding record of the bureau shows 
that in 1906 37 stallions were mated with 
oo mares; in 1907 54 stallions were mated 
wfth 1,085 mares and 100 living foals re- 

ported as the result of the breeding sea- 

son of 1906; in 1908 49 stallions were 
mated with 1,058 mares and 581 living 
foals reported as the result of the breed- 
ing season of 1907; in 1909 41 stallions 
were mated with 728 mares and 410 living 
foals reported as the result of the breed- 
ing season of 1908; in 1910 34 stallions 
were mated with 780 mares and 428 living 
foals reported as the result of the breed- 

ing season of 1909. 

The total number of living foals reported 

“to date is 1,519, and there were many that 
were not reported. 

Mr. Daingerfield 
work: 

‘‘The Breeding Bureau has been greatly 
aided by the generous co-operation of the 
various racing associations in offering 
special prizes to further the interest of 
the thoroughbred horse throughout the 
State. The racing associations’ prizes 
were $100 each, and were offered for the 
best half-bred colts ind fillies through 
all the different agricultural fairs. 

‘‘The stallions were delivered free of 
expense to their keepers, the advertising 
being done from the office of the Breeding 
Rureau of The Jockey Club. 
pense to the keepers has been their actual 
maintenance, the keepers receiving every 
dollar of the stud fee, and it is confidently 
believed that they have been a source of 
revenue rather than expense to the man 
who have had them in charge. 

‘It is worthy of note that, immediately 
after the creation of the Breeding Bureau 
of The Jockey Club of the State of New 
York, similar organizations were started 
in Canada, Kentucky, Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana, Tennessee, Marvland, and Virginia, 
to which ‘organizations the Breeding 
Bureau of The Jockey Club of New York 
has contributed its advice, and in many 
instances several of its stallions. 

‘The office of the Breeding Bureau has 
been in correspondence with Capt. Charles 
Conrad, Captain and Quartermaster of 
the United States Army, and the Hon. 
George M. Rommell of the Department of 
Agriculture, inviting the inspection of the 
get of these stallions, and it is our sincere 
hope that arrangements may be made to 
facilitate this inspection for officers of the 
United States Army.”’

_ This new rule is a movement in the 
right direction, and for the first time in 
the history of motor racing the manu- 
facturer, who really races stock chassis 
in both the letter and the spirit of the 
rules, will get the full credit due him and 
the automobile public will be afforded an 
index by which it may guage with entire 
safety the performance of the cars thev 
are going to buy. : 

Another benefit that will accrue to the 
public is that the manufacturers will be 
constantly on the alert to improve each 
year's product, so that no succeeding 
year’s performance will fall below that of 
the year before. 

In this way the public will get the full 
benefit of motor racing, as it will not onlv 
be the greatest sport on earth, but will be 
a most valuable demonstration of the 
car’s ability to back up the claims the 
manufacturer makes for it.’”’

Last month a new independent was added 
to the wire rod producers in the starting 
of a new mill at Johnstown. This month 
@ contract was placed for the doubling 
of capacity of the wire rod mill, which 
was first put in operation last year, by 
another independent at Aliquippa, Penn., 
just out’of Pittsburg. In about a twelve- 
month Johnstown and the territory imme- 
diately around Pittsburg will have con- 
tributed about 300;000 tons to the annual 
rodmaking capacity of the country. This 
is practically one-half the entire rodmak- 
ing capacity credited to the country in 
1896. Lhe Republic Iron and Steel’ Com- 
pany has gone into the merchant pipe 
trade within the past year, and, with one 
other independent in Youngstown dis- 
trict, is threatening the Steel Corpora- 
tion’s supremacy in the. Southwest, which 
is the pipe-line stronghold of Gates,’ the 
most active factor in the Republic Com- 
pany. It is admitted that when the Gary 
plant is complete the steelmaking capac- 
ity of the country will be five years ahead 
of consumptive requirements, even under 
the most tavorable businéss conditions. 
This situation does not make for for- 
ward buying, and there are predictions 
that from this time forth the steel in- 
dustry will see a period of buying for 
iinmediate requirements only, and that the 
monthly unfilled tonnage: statements of 
the Steel Corporation will to @ large de- 
gree lose their significance as barometers 
of steel trade prospects. .

Merchant bar producers are oni 
to 90 per cent. of maximum capacity, and 
plate and structural mills have been or- 
dered to increase operating capacity the 
first of the week. Specifications in all 
these lines are heavier than during Feb- 
ryary, when the forward buying moye- 
ment first hit the mills. 
Crude steel continues to be quoted at

while others continue to quote January’s 
minimum of $29.

Crude mate- 
rial makers all along the line have boosted 
production while standing pat on prices.

‘LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Powdered Talc Pays -Duty on Net 
Weight—Other Decisions. 


In sustaining a protest filed by Hammill 
& Gillespie the Board of United States 
General Appraisers holds that the local 
customs authorities erred in assessing 
duty on the gross weight’ of powdered tale 
imported by the firm, It appears that the 
importations in question included 1,000 
bags. Collector Loeb justified his action 
in levying on the gross weight of the 
merchandise by stating to the board that 
as the bill of lading, invoice, and entry 
showed that the talc was apparently’ 
bought on the basis of the gross weight 
he assessed duty on that weight as re- 
turned by the United States weigher. 

The importers, however, went before the

In sus- 
taining the claim and reversing the Col- 
lector, Judge Somerville in his decision 
for the board says that he knows of no 
authority of law for assessing the duty on 
any but the net weight in cases where the 
amount has been ascertained and returnea 
in accordance with the regulations of the 
Secretary of the Treasury.

Owing to Crop News from 
the South.

REPORT TO-DAY 





Census Bureau Figures Expected to 
Show About 12,000,000 Bales—Oil 
Values on Downward Trend. 





The past week was one of small things 
in the. wheat market. Prices were irreg- 
showing 
‘considerable firmness on Saturday owing 
‘to less favorable crop news from the 
South, A factor which was of some lit- 
tle influence in the, Saturday advance 
was the buying by a Wesiern house 
which has been recently identified with 
the bear side and rather bullish reports 
from its crop expert in the Southwest. 
The time of year is at hand when the 
crop experts begin making their trips 
through the wheat fields, and nearly 
every one has a different story to teil. 

Naturally, as the Southwest wus subject 
to a great deal of unfavorable weather 
in the middle of the Winter, the rainfall 
being deficient, there is a great deal of 
uncertainty as to how the Southwestern 
crop will really develop. ‘The drought 
broke early in February, and there has 
been about a@ month of favorable soil and 
moisture conditions. With the temper- 
autres which have prevailed there has 
been a disposition to expect the fields to 
'begin showing green and promising. A 
‘crop expert who reported the middle of 
\the week asserted that about 3,000,000 
‘acres cut of the total area of 6,200,000 
acres in Kansas sown last Fall, as re- 
‘ported by the Government, were showing 
an extremely irregular condition. Some 
had failed to germinate, and there woula 
‘be at least 10 per cent. abandoned. He 
reported a loss in condition of about 4% 
per cent., compared with the December 
Government showing. 

Another crop expert now traveling in 
the Southwest reported that a territory 
of about 1,000,000 acres which he had just 
traveled through showed all the way from 
a fair promise down to fields absolutely 
bare. The trade is beginning to look for- 
ward to the Government report which will 
be issued in April with a great deal of 
interest. These private reports from the 
Southwest, taking Kansas as an example, 
indicate that there will be a loss in con- 
dition. The official Ohio State report 
issued during the week showed a loss of 
four points in condition. These two States 
are practically the eastern and western 
extremes of the belt this side of the 
Rockies, and with both sections showing 
loss there is apprehension that the Gov- 
ernment figures’ for the entire belt may 
show some deterioration. There will be 
no report on acreage abandonment until 
May, but the average loss in area is 8.U6 
per~cent. 

The movement of wheat at the interior 
the past week showed a little increase 
over the preceeding week, but was 1,500,- 
000 bushels less than the corresponding 
week last year. The figures indicate 
another good decrease in the visible. Since 
the first week in February the visible has 
decreased about 6,000,000 bushels, com- 
pared with a decrease of about 100,000 
bushels last year. 

The export movement of wheat is still 
limited from America, and the calcula- 
tions based on the Government report of 
farm reserves indicate there will be 126,- 
000,000 bushels of what over and above 
the home requirements to supply the ex- 
ports, and to\ make the carry-over next 
July. Last year the exports during March, 
April, May, and June were about 16,000,- 
000 bushels. If there are no larger ex- 
ports this year than last these figures 
would indicate a carry-over of a little 
over 100,000,000 bushels, compared with 
the maximum estimate last year of 88,000,- 
000 bushels. 

Europe continues to get along without 
much regard to America. The world’s ex- 
ports are from 10,000,000 to 12,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat weekly, and the European 
visible is still heavy. Rather favorable 
crop reports come from India, where 
wheat is being harvested. The ecreage is 
somewhat larger than last vear. Aus- 
tralia is shipping with freedom. The Ar- 
gentine is shipping more than last year, 
and the Argentine weather conditions 
have recently been favorable for farm 
operations in the way of preparation for 
the new crop. 











CORN. 

The corn market has been dull but 
firm. There was a little break at the 
opening of the week, prices slowly re- 
covering from this decline, with rather 
limited pressure on the market. A factor 
of a good deal of importance has been the 
small movement of corn at the interior. 
Although there have been reports of in- 
creased offerings, the actual receipts of 


corn at Western points for the week have 
decreased 1,100,000 bushels, compared with 
the preceding week. Shipments from the 
interior were about 800,000 bushels less 
than the preceding week. The fact that 
the country has been backward about 
shipping corn since the Government re- 
port came out has had considerable in- 
fluence on the tone of the market. The 
shipping demand for corn is rather quiet, 
however, for export, although there is a 
fair amount of old business still moving 
out. 





OATS. 


In oats there has also been a harden- 
ing tendency in the market, although 
with a rather imited amount of business. 
The offerfngs have been decreasing in 
the spot market and there has been an 
impreving tone. The Western receipts 
decreased about 290,000 bushels for the 
week, and were about 1,800,000 bushels 
less than for the corresponding week last 
year. 

There was some falling off in the ship- 
ments from the interior, but the distribu- 
tion is quite geod, and tho improvement 
in the mafket, while slow, does not seem 
to be meeting with opposition in the 
shape of pressure of cash oats. There 
was a good deal of bear gossip when the 
Gove ent report came out on the re- 
serves, but the actual increase in the 
reserves is g0 small, in view of the dis- 
count in the price compared with last 
year, that there has recently been a very 
conservative feeling on the bear side. 


PROVISIONS. 


In provisions there has been a further 
decline to lower levels. The lowest prices 
for the week were made on Saturday, 


and final quotations were at the lowest 
of the day. The decline in the market 
has evidently been due to the increased 
pecking returns. There has been a ma- 
terial gain in the packing for the last 
few weeks, compared with last year, and 
the average Weights are about 10 per 
cent. better_than elther last year or two 
years ago. Thea larger movement .of 

p nh line with tho trade expecta- 
tion, and the heavy welghts show the 
influence of the heavy feeding operations 
this Winter, due to the low price of corn, 
and explain the record-breaking consump- 
tion of corn. 


COTTONSEED OIL. 


The downward trend of oi] values con- 
tinued unabated during the past week, 
‘with prices at the finals practically at the 
low of the season. The weakness in tal- 
low and lack of resiliency noted in other 
competing products to cottonseed ofl, to- 
gether with a decline to new low levels 
in the lard market, were the salient influ- 
ences. 

Crude ofl was also sold at concessions, 
andalthough theopinion is that the amount 
held in the South is far from burdensome, 
it is apparent that there is some distressed 
selling occurring, inasmuch 4) 
generally being made for immediate ship- 
ment. Refining interests are not in ac- 
cord with steady markets, and there has 
been considerable pressure from those 
sources recently exerted in both the 
future and crude markets. 

The situation is generally looked upon 
as being a bearish one, but seems tem- 
pered by the fact that stocks in-all hands 
are regarded as light. The bulls make 


the point that while there may be some 
further liquidation by holders i the 
South, in anticipation of warmer weather,

this pressure will not be of long duration, 
whereas consuming interests will have to 
be supplied until next Fall with old crop 
oil. Naturally it would not be to a re- 
finer’s advantage to disseminate bearish 
advices after the oil leaves the mills. 
Consuming interests, however; are not 
showing much anxiety, and are buying in 
an extremely conservative way, receiving 
littie encouragement to do otherwise, 


COTTON. 


Fluctuations during the past week in 
the local cotton market were not of a 








character to attract attention, and, on 
the whole, were regarded as being with- 
Significance and _ inconsequential. 
Trading, for the most part, 
posed of swtiching operations and the 
evening up of contracts in anticipation 
of the Census Bureau report, to be issued 
this morning at 10 A. M. Interest focused 
generally upon the attitude adopted by 
prominent spot interests which seem in- 
clined to support the market on the weak 
spots, while on the advanceg offerings 
from these sources increased perceptibly, 
it being thought that they were not de- 


sirous of attracting cotton from the 
South. 


The statistical situation and character 
of weather advices were the dominating 
influences during the week, but in 
neither instance was the change so rad- 
ical aS to warrant outside speculation, 
which at present is practically at a mini- 
muni and not encouraged by the uncer- 
tainty of the oufcome of ‘the old crop 
options. The weekly figures continue to 
read builishly, and while holders are con- 
fidently asserting that statistics are run- 
ning So ag to result in a@ scarcity of sup- 
plies at the end of the season, it is plain 
that there is a wide diversity of opinion 
on these statements. A great deal will 
depend upon the available supplies and 
the amount Of cotton that wilt be taken 
by foreigners for the balance of the sea- 
son, both of which features are problem- 
atical at present, although the report 
to-day by the Census Bureau will go a 
long way toward convincing interests 
relative to the amount of cotton. avail- 
able. At present stocks abroad are more 
than 400,000 bales in excess of last year, 
ind this is doubtless restricting specula- 
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wag com- 





tion in foreign circles. Latest reports 
from Liverpool are generally of a bear- 
ish tenor, although it is apparent that the 
knowledge of the fact that control of 
the near months lieS in the hands of 
powerful interests is inducing cansider- 
able caution. 

The general opinion is that the Gov- 
ernment report this morning will be in 
the neighborhood of 12,000, bales. The 
flash message will include linterg and 
will be in commercial bales. The Na- 
tional Ginners’ Association in its final 
report stated that their advices indicated 
a total ginning of 12,004,000 bales, includ- 
ing linters, but that the census will prob- 
ably show 50,000 to 100,000 bales over these 
figures, which would indicate a commer- 
cial crop of 12,300,000 bales, Incidentally 
the document further stated that light 
receipts have been due largely to the poor 
demand, which has caused an accumula- 
tion of spots at many interior points. 
During the last four years the commer- 
cial crop generally exceeded the Census 
Bureau report, including linters,. from 
100,000 bales to nearly 400,000 bales. 

It was also wenerally believed that un- 
less the report was decisively below or 
above the 12,000,000 mark, there would not 
be much change in the market. It is ap- 
parent, however, that bulls have been en- 
deavoring to educate the cotton world in 
general to expect a report of 12,000,000 
bales at least, so that judging by their 
recent expressions a showing of slightly 
over 12,000,000 bales, or somewhat below 
those figures, will receive a bullish con- 
struction notwithstanding the fact that 
when the bull campaign was inaugurated 
crop ideas of 11,000,000 bales were prev- 
alent and those ranging from 12,000,006 
to 12,500,000 bales decidedly in the minor- 

VY 

Reverting to weather conditions previous 
to the latter part of the week there were 
numerous complaints received from many 
of the cotton States, particularly Texas. 
There have been some good rains, how- 
ever, in different parts of the belt, and 
these have tended to allay apprencawen. 
although further precipitation would 
doubtless be of. benefit. The fact that 
the South showed little concern over the 
complaints wired to local centres (judging 
by the absence of buying orders accom- 
panying these dispatches) had the effect 
of minimizing the Importance of the 
claims made, with the general inclination 
to believe that the defects in the soil 
conditions can be remedied in ample time 

The situation in trades circles has not 
improved materially, but on the whole 
there seems to be a somewhat more opti- 
mistic feeling prevailing, and while the 
belief is that no important betterment will 
be witnessed so as to affect the old crop 
months, a substantial improvement will 
come next season, It is also thought that 
mills have hedged their probable require- 
menis for practically the remainder of 
this’season, at the current rate of trade 
distribution, but it is also believed that 
available supplies at the end of July will 
be far from burdensome. 

It is quite natural to assume that ff the 
May option is being accumulated on the 
theory of a scarcity of supplies, this 
scarcity would be greater in July, and the 
fact that interests in control of May are 
thcught to be short of the July would 
tend to indicate that operations at pres- 
ent will not largely affect trade interests, 
except possibly when hedges are undone. 
The increased curtailment reports coming 
to hand have been expected in view of the 
absence of profit in operations, but it is 
thought that with the current discount of 
the next crop months this feature will be 
for the most part dispensed with next 
seascn. 

An important incident in the milling 
situation is the merging of numerous 
concerns. In the past year milling in- 
terests have had to compete with each 
other in order to procure the raw ma- 
terial, and owing to the poor trade con- 
ditions, there was also competition in 
disposing of manufactured goods.. With 
numerous consolidations th would be 
partly eliminated, and the ecenomics in 
operating would, it is chougnt, prove ad. | 
vantageous [to all concerned. 


SEEKS LAWS TO END 
TENEMENT CROWDING 


Mayor’s Commission Has Bills 
| Introduced at Albany to 
* Stop Congestion, 








LIMIT HEIGHT OF HOUSES 





More Air Space for Each Dweller, and 
* Medical Supervision of Build- 
ings Is Demanded. 





By the introduction in the Legislature 
of several bills designed to relieve over- 
crowding of tenements and to prevent it 
in the future, the Mayor’s Congestion 
Commission hopes to carry into effect 
the recommendations recently made in its 
report to the Mayor and the Aldermen. 

One of the bills provides that all tene- 
ments of over four stories in height, or 
fifty feet, must be of fireproof construc- 
tion, and another bill limits the height of 
all tenements, except south of 18ist 
Street, Manhattan, to four stories, with 
the proviso that for each 15 per centum 
less of lot area Occupied than is now 
legally permissible an additional story 
may be erected. Five stories will be per- 
mitted without fireproofing if a lower 
percentage of lot area is occupied. 

Another bill which has the indorse- 
ment of the commission increases the 
number of cubic feet of air space for 
each occupant of a tenement house from 
400 cubic feet to 600 cubic feet for an 


adult and from 200 cubic feet to 800 cubic ) 


* 


feet for a minor. 

At present two adults and eight chil- 
dren under 12 years, twelve children un- 
der 12 years, or five adults and two 
children may legally occupy a three-room 
apartment, with one room 10 by 12 feet 
and two 10 by 7 feet. Under the proposed 
bill only two adults and four minors, four 
adults, or eight children can legally oo- 
cupy such an apartment. 

The commission approves a bill intro- 


duced to make the Tenement House Com- 
tnissioner a member of the Board of 
Health, and also tndorses the bill re- 
quiring the Tenentent House Department 
to make inspection of all tenements as 
to fitness for human habitation and pro- 
viding for vacating those unfit for human 
occupancy and for the assigning of a 
staff of Medical Inspectors by the Health 
Department to the Tenement House De- 
partment. 

It is generally known, the commission 
Says, that so long as the city permits 
the occupancy of apartments now legally 
occuplable we shall continue to have, as 
at present, 28,000 new cases of consump- 
tion every year and 10,000 deaths from 
consumption. The law requiring altera- 
tiong to tenements to Nght the rooms has 
been weakened through the influence of 
the real estate owners so that the Tene- 
ment Department has no authority to 
compel the vacating of dark rooms and 
apartments. One of the proposed bills 
provides that rooms may be vacated if 
not properly lighted.

The executive councils of the 
Mianhattan organizations will meet at 
Was shington Hall, 781 Kizht Avenue, to- 
morrow night. If it is decided at these 
Ineetings that a general! strike cannot be 
cailed, the striking employes of the Adams 
and other companies will ask the em- 
ployers to take them back in a body. If 
they refuse to do this, the strikers will 
try to get back as best they can. 

it was the general opinion of the strik- 
ers that Mayor Gaynor, in his address to 
the employes of the American Express 
Company last Friday, was more responsi- 
ble than any one else for intluencing the 
big leaders of the Brotherhood of Team- 
sters to take a stand against them. With 
the oificers of their own organization as 
well as the Mayor opposed, they feel 
that there is little hope of their winning 
under present conditions. The Mayor's 
attitude in guaranteeing the express com- 
panies all the police protection they need 
aiso has discouraged the strikers.

We will give them the opportunity 
a night in Jersey City and to-morrow 

Sht in Manhattan. If they cannot make 
ae we might as well throw up the 
Sponge and go back to work on the best 
terms we can get. I have heard enough 
to know that those terms will be the re- 
nouncing of our union. Well, if the lead- 
ers can stand for it [I guess we can. When 
some of the other teamsters have trouble 
they won't have us to help them.” 

Every striking employe of the United 
States and Wells Fargo Companies, it was 
said last night, will go back to work this 
morning. The Adams employes will wait 
until Wednesday morning. The Adams 
ae wWiil make a prodigious effort to 
resume their full service to-day. With 
the promise of plenty of police protection 
they contend that they will be able to 
operate all tneir wagons, as they have 
plenty of strikebreakers.
